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SYNOPSIS: 


On April 11, 2013, at approximately 0725 hours, several students were observed by a staff 
member, Coach John Taylor, smoking marijuana in their vehicle, which was parked on a dirt lot 
at Mira Mesa High School. The staff member notified school security along with their campus 
police officer, Anthony Gonzalez. 

During a search conducted by Officer Gonzalez, for drugs and / or paraphernalia, a purple plastic 
prescription drug container containing marijuana was found on one of the students, along with a 
multi colored glass smoking pipe. Officer Gonzalez took custody of the purple plastic container 
and glass pipe. 

On April 17, 2013, while reviewing the ‘seven day weekly activity report’ distributed to 
supervisors by the department’s crime analyst, I noticed Officer Gonzalez cleared a call on April 
11, 2013 with an ‘A’, indicating he had made an arrest. As his immediate supervisor, I have 
worked with Officer Gonzalez since December, 2012 on improving the quality of his police 
reports specifically on content, accuracy, grammatical issues, and submitting them in a timely 
manner. I did not recall reviewing or approving this particular report, so I questioned Officer 
Gonzalez about its status and whereabouts. 

On April 18, 2013,1 sent Officer Gonzalez an email inquiring about this particular report, 
SDUSD Police CAD Incident #2013040889. Officer Gonzalez responded to my email, via 
email, by indicating the call should have been changed from someone in possession of marijuana 
to someone under the influence, 11357 TI&S to 11550 H&S. 

On April 19, 2013,1 visited Officer Gonzalez’s office at Mira Mesa to clarify this particular 
incident, and discuss several unrelated report issues. 

Regarding this particular incident, Officer Gonzalez informed me there were no drugs or 
paraphernalia found on April 11,2013, and he had made a mistake by clearing the call with an 
‘A’(indicating an arrest). He added that this call should have been cleared with a ‘K’ (indicating 
no arrest and no police report.) 

However, I then met with two Mira Mesa High School administrators regarding this particular 
incident, and they gave me conflicting information. It was then that I developed the suspicion that 
Officer Gonzalez may have been lying to me. 

During my subsequent investigation, my initial suspicions were proven true when confirming 
that Officer Gonzalez had recovered drugs and paraphernalia on students on April 11, 2013. 

I also conducted a records check with the San Diego Police Department’s property room data 
base under Officer Gonzalez’s name and identification number; this revealed Officer Gonzalez

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had not conducted any narcotic impounds during the entire 2012-13 school year. This 
information directly conflicts with data listed in the SDUSD Police Department’s CAD system, 
along with witnesses detailed later in this report. 

ALLEGATIONS: 

1. FAILURE TO BE TRUTHFUL PER DEPARMENT GENERAL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-3.1 subsection AA, Accountability and 
Truthfulness, reads: 

“Members are directly accountable for their actions, through their supervisor, to the 
Chief of Police, 

Members shall cooperate fully in any investigation conducted by this or any other 
authorized agency and shall provide complete and accurate information in regard to any 
issue under investigation. 

Members shall be accurate, complete and truthful in all matters. 

Members shall accept responsibility for their actions without attempting to conceal, 
divert or mitigate their true culpability nor shall they engage in efforts to improperly 
influence, or interfere with an internal or criminal investigation. 

Any member who is arrested, cited, or comes under investigation for any criminal offense 
in any jurisdiction, or whose driver’s license is suspended or revoked, shall report it to 
the Chief of Police as soon as possible. 

Upon the order of a superior or any officer appointed by the Chief of Police to conduct 
an internal investigation and in accordance with Constitutional guarantees, members 
shall truthfully answer all questions related to the scope of employment and operations of 
the Department. " 


2. CODE OF CONDUCT / ETHICS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-3.1 subsection Z Department Reports and 
Confidential Information, reads: 

“Members shall submit all necessary reports on time and in accordance with established 
Department procedures. Reports submitted by members shall be truthful and no member 
shall knowingly enter or cause to be entered any inaccurate, false or improper 
information. 

Members shall not remove or destroy any official report or record of the Department 
except in accordance M>ith Department procedure at the direction of the Chief of Police 
or under due process of law.

3. FAILURE TO PROPERLY IMPOUND EVIDENCE PER DEPARTMENT 
GENERAL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-9.5, subsection III, A.7, Impound and 
Disposal of Property, reads: 

“All narcotics will be impounded at SDPD area stations before the end of the workday 
without exception (SDPD form PD-235). ” 

4. FAILURE TO PROPERLY IMPOUND EVIDENCE PER DEPARTMENT 
GENERL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-9.5 subsection III, A.9 Impound and 
Disposal of Property, reads: 

“Cans or bottles containing alcohol related to a case will be photographed and then 
disposed of. ” 

5. FAILURE TO SUBMITT REPORTS WITHIN FIVE DAYS PER DEPRATMENT 
GENERAL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order B-4.1 subsection E, 5, Reports, reads: 

“All other reports, except lost property, petty thefts less than $50.00 and vandalism less 
than $100.00, shall be submitted within five (5) working days. ’’ 

CONCLUSIONS: 

FAILURE TO BE TRUTHFUL PER DEPARMENT GENERAL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-3.1 subsection AA, Accountability and 
Truthfulness — SUSTAINED 

Officer Gonzalez violated said provisions of the SDUSD Police Department’s General 
Orders by consciously lying to me during this investigation.

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During a conversation with Officer Gonzalez on April 19,2013 regarding the incident on 
April 11,2013, Officer Gonzalez clearly told me there were no drugs/paraphernalia found 
the day of tire incident. Officer Gonzalez told me the call disposition should have been 
changed from an ‘A’ to a ‘K\ My investigation later confirmed that marijuana and a 
glass pipe had been found on two students, and then turned over to Officer Gonzalez. 

Fourteen days later after serving Officer Gonzalez a letter stating he was the subject 
officer in an internal investigation and after obtaining consent from Officer Gonzalez to 
search through his office, Officer Gonzalez suddenly produced the drugs and glass pipe 
which were found on the students on April 11, 2013. Gonzalez told me had retained the 
drugs/paraphernalia in his desk at Mira Mesa because one of the students was a senior on 
the verge of not graduating. 

Officer Gonzalez also demonstrated during our interview, his willingness to be deceptive 
and untruthful by agreeing he had investigated several drug type arrests this school year 
and the drugs he obtained from those investigations, were in fact, impounded into the 
SDPD property room. However, once 1 provided him information in the form of a report 
log generated by the SDPD property room manager, revealing he did not impound one 
piece of drug / narcotic type evidence this school year, 2012-2013, he recanted his 
comment and told me he in fact did not impound any drugs/narcotics this school year. 

CODE OF CONDUCT / ETHICS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-3.1 subsection Z Department Reports and 
Confidential Information — SUSTAINED 

Based on my investigation, the allegation is SUSTAINED. Officer Gonzalez violated 
said provisions of the SDUSD Police Department’s General Orders, by entering 
information into a police report knowing it to be untruthful. 

The report in question is from this incident on April 11, 2013 incident number 
2013040889. Officer Gonzalez stated in the report, 1 1.65 grams of Marijuana was 
impounded at the San Diego Police North Eastern station property room.’ However, 
Officer Gonzalez admitted in our interview he in fact never impounded any marijuana 
into the SDPD property room and he personally handed me an envelope containing the 
marijuana in question, on April 25, 2013 after serving him a letter stating he was the 
subject officer in an internal investigation. 

It was also determined through the investigation, Officer Gonzalez had not impounded 
any drugs/narcotics this entire school year, 2012-2013 even though he said in our 
interview together that he had.

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FAILURE TO PROPERLY IMPOUND EVIDENCE PER DEPARTMENT 
GENERAL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-9.5, subsection III, A.7, Impound and 
Disposal of Property - SUSTAINED 

Officer Gonzalez violated said provisions of the SDUSD Police Department’s General 
Orders by failing to properly impound drugs/narcotics into the SDPD property room 
before the end of shift. 

Officer Gonzalez obtained marijuana from a student on April 11, 2013, and still had the 
marijuana in his office on April 25, 2013, fourteen days later. Upon serving Officer 
Gonzalez a letter stating he was the subject of this internal investigation. Officer 
Gonzalez produced a rnanila envelope from his desk containing the said drugs of the 
investigation. 

Officer Gonzalez admitted the reason for not properly impounding the drugs/narcotics by 
the end of his shift as per the department’s General Order was due to laziness. 

Officer Gonzalez also admitted in his interview to destroying additional evidence from 
other cases by flushing it down a toilet. When I asked Officer Gonzalez if we, the 
department, has ever taught/trained him to destroy drugs/narcotics in this type of a 
fashion, he replied, ‘no.’ 

FAILURE TO PROPERLY IMPOUND EVIDENCE PER DEPARTMENT 
GENERL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order A-9.5 subsection III, A.9 Impound and 
Disposal of Property — SUSTAINED 

Officer Gonzaiez violated said provisions of the SDUSD Police Department’s General 
Orders by failing to properly dispose of bottles containing alcohol. 

On April 25,2013, while conducting a consensual search of the police office at Mira 
Mesa High School, I observed a large white bottle of Malibu Rum completely full sitting 
on a table. When questioned about the bottle, Officer Gonzalez informed me the bottle 
was related to an arrest he made on April 12, 2013. The bottle had been sitting in his 
office for thirteen days after the arrest and Officer Gonzalez had still had not disposed of 
it per department regulations.

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FAILURE TO PROPERLY IMPOUND EVIDENCE PER DEPARTMENT 
GENERL ORDERS CONTINUED: 

During my interview with Officer Gonzalez, he informed me the reason he had not 
disposed of it was because he keeps evidence (such as this) to present at the school 
district’s Expulsion Hearing, despite knowing it is a violation of the department’s General 
Orders. 

FAILURE TO SUBMITT REPORTS WITHIN FIVE DAYS PER DEPRATMENT 
GENERAL ORDERS: 

SDUSD Police Department General Order B-4.1 subsection E, 5, Reports - 
SUSTAINED 


Officer Gonzalez violated said provisions of the SDUSD Police Department’s General 
Orders by failing to submit the report for this particular incident which occurred on April 
11,2013. 

The report was subsequently found on his desk on April 25, 2013, fourteen days after the 
incident, the day he was served a letter stating he was the subject officer of an internal 
investigation. The report had not been approved by a supervisor and contained several 
errors. 

BACKGROUND: 


Officer Gonzalez was hired as a police officer with SDUSDPD on September 2, 2003. 
Fie has been assigned to Mira Mesa High School as a Campus Police Officer since 
September 1,2012. 

INVESTIGATION: 


On April 17, 2013,1 was reviewing a weekly report generated by our department’s crime 
analyst, titled ‘7 day weekly activity report.’ The report lists incident numbers generated 
for officers, along with a brief description of the event, along with the disposition of the 
call. 

The weekly report indicated a call was assigned to Officer Gonzalez on April 11,2013, at 
09:08:09 hours, for a complaint code of 1 1357 (possession of marijuana), and assigned an 
incident number of 2013040889. The incident was initiated by Officer Gonzalez phoning 
into dispatch requesting an incident number for a student found to be in possession of 
marijuana; Officer Gonzalez later cleared at 13:49:08 the same day with a disposition 
code of an ‘A’. 

Reporting Supervisor: Sgt. D. Palkovic _ Date of Report: 09/06/13 ______ 
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INVESTIGATION CONTINUED: 


On April 18. 2013,1 emailed Officer Gonzalez requesting information pertaining to this 
particular report. Officer Gonzalez replied to my email, via email, stating he was 
reviewing his notes, and this incident should have been changed to a complaint code of 
11-50 (indicating a vehicle traffic stop). I replied, via email, by asking him how an 11357 
call cleared with an ‘A’ got turned into an 11-50 traffic stop. Officer Gonzalez replied, “It 
wasn’t a traffic stop. There were five students who got high before school by a car that 
was parked next to the dirt lot 1 1550’. (11550 code is for an individual under the 
influence of narcotics) 

On April 19, 2013,1 visited Mira Mesa High School to discuss reports 1 was returning to 
Officer Gonzalez for corrections. I asked him to explain the incident on April 11,2013, 
because I was still confused from the email conversation (detailed above) that we had the 
day prior. 

Officer Gonzalez told me campus security found several students smoking marijuana in a 
parked vehicle on the west side of campus in a dirt lot. Campus security called for his 
assistance. Upon arriving, Officer Gonzalez said the car reeked of marijuana, as if the 
students just got done smoking, lie told me the students were searched along with the 
vehicle, but nothing was found, no drugs, lighters or smoking paraphernalia. 

I was now completely confused and needed further clarification. I said to Officer 
Gonzalez, “You mean to tell me, you walked up on a car which smelled as bad as it did, 
as if the students had just finished smoking marijuana, and you found no drags or any 
paraphernalia?” Officer Gonzalez replied, “Yep, nothing was found.” I ended our 
conversation and left his office. 

1 then visited Vice Principal Sara Leonard in her office at Mira Mesa High School. I 
asked Leonard to explain what she knew regarding the marijuana incident on April 11, 
2013. Leonard said there had been several students found in a vehicle parked in the dirt 
lot. One of the students had a purple prescription container filled with marijuana, while 
another student was found to be in possession of a marijuana pipe. Leonard suspended 
several students for possession on that day. I asked Leonard if there were any other staff 
members who may be familiar with this particular incident, and she replied that Vice 
Principal Frannie Del Carmen was aware of it. 


Reporting Supervisor: Sat. D. Palkovic Date of Report: 09/06/13 
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INVESTIGATION CONTINUED: 


I asked Leonard if she would call Frannie Del Carmen into her office so we could speak. 
Upon Frannie coming into the office, I asked her if she would explain to me the incident 
involving the students found in the vehicle smoking marijuana on April 11,2013. 

Del Carmen said security found some students in the parking lot smoking marijuana and 
then brought them to the office. One of the students was found to be in possession of a 
purplish colored prescription bottle containing marijuana. Another student was found to 
be in possession of smoking paraphernalia. She requested Officer Gonzalez come to her 
office where she handed him the smoking paraphernalia and the container filled with 
marijuana, as she does anytime she comes across any type of marijuana, drugs or 
weapons. Officer Gonzalez took possession of the marijuana and walked towards his 
office. 

I later contacted Officer Jerry Waclawek, the caretaker and property manager for the San 
Diego Police Department’s property room, where we impound all drugs and narcotics. I 
asked Officer Waclawek if there was a way I could obtain a report regarding what a 
particular officer has impounded into their system for a period of time. Officer 
Waclawek replied, “Absolutely, all I need is the officer’s name and a date range”. I 
provided Officer Waclawek with Officer Gonzalez’s name and asked for a search for any 
impounds he may have conducted, or any other officer who may have handled an 
impound for Officer Gonzalez between September 2012 to present (April 23, 2013). 

Officer Waclawek informed me the search revealed Officer Gonzalez had not impounded 
anything during this time frame, but that Officer Tomeldan, a patrol officer with our 
agency, had impounded two items into their system as a transport officer for Officer 
Gonzalez. One was on September 29, 2012 and the other was one October 1, 2012, both 
for the impound of marijuana. 

I obtained a dispatch computer query for every incident created for Officer Gonzalez this 
school year, 2012-2013. Out of all the incidents assigned to Officer Gonzalez, 13 of 
those were for possession of marijuana and cleared with an ‘A,’ meaning that an impound 
and police report should have followed. 

I contacted our crime analyst again and asked him to run a search through San Diego 
Police Department’s CRMS system (Crime Report Management System), asking if he 
could locate a report for each one of the 13 incident numbers. Our crime analyst was only 
able to locate 4 of the 13 reports. 


Reporting Supervisor: Sgt. D. Palkovic _ Date of Report: 09/06/13 
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INVESTIGATION CONTINUED: 


On April 23, 2013,1 briefed Lieutenant Mike Marquez of my findings and that I felt 
Officer Gonzalez was untruthful with me regarding his actions on April 11, 2013. I also 
informed Lieutenant Marquez of the apparent violations of several department General 
Orders. 

Lieutenant Marquez and I meet with the district’s Human Resources department to 
inform them of our findings. The district’s Human Resources department directed us to 
notify Officer Gonzalez he was going to be the subject officer of an internal investigation 
and to serve him a letter stating so. 

On April 25, 2013, at about 0640 horns, Sergeant Holliday and I met Officer Gonzalez at 
Mira Mesa High School. 1 handed him a letter stating the following: 

“This is to inform you that you have been identified as a subject officer in an Internal 
Affairs investigation. This investigation concerns the following allegations: 

• Your conduct regarding a recent drug/ narcotic investigation. 

Additional allegations may arise during the course of the investigation. 

This investigation stems from an incident which occurred on April 11, 2013 at Mira Mesa 
High School. Please review any reports or other documents you prepared in connection 
with this incident, prior to your interview.” 

1 advised him he was allowed to have a representative or an attorney present. 1 also 
informed him I wanted to search his office and desk. 

Sergeant Llolliday and I repeatedly informed Officer Gonzalez we would not discuss the 
investigation with him at that particular moment, but he could still have a representative 
present. Officer Gonzalez phoned a representative with the Police Officers Association, 
informing him of the situation. He was directed to work with us and declined to have a 
representative present. Officer Gonzalez also gave us consent to search his office, along 
with his desk. 

I began my search with Officer Gonzalez’s desk. As I was opening drawers. Officer 
Gonzalez asked me what I was looking for. I informed him I was looking for items which 
should not be in the office. Officer Gonzalez reached to the floor on the left side of his 
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desk and retrieved a large manila envelope. Officer Gonzalez banded me the envelope 
saying, “This is what you are looking for." I took possession of the envelope and opened 
it. Inside I observed a piece of paper, a purple plastic container and a multi colored glass 
smoking pipe. I emptied the items onto the desk and realized the items matched the 
description of the contraband recovered from the students on April 11, 2013. 

The piece of paper was a student profile print out indicating the name of Redacted 
In the upper right comer of the piece of paper were four hand written numbers, 
0889. (The same numbers I recognized as being the last four numbers of the incident in 
question, 2013040889). 

I then opened the purple plastic container, revealing it contained a small amount of a 
green leafy substance I recognized as being marijuana, which matched the description of 
the marijuana found on a student on April 11, 2013. The last item in the envelope was a 
clear glass smoking pipe with black and blue swirls, along with what appeared to be 
marijuana residue in the bowl portion of the pipe. 

I continued searching the desk, finding a digital scale, a red lighter, a cigar and a clear 
plastic baggie containing several items, such as a make-shift marijuana pipe, lighter and 
bottle opener. 

After I finished with the desk, 1 searched the office and found a full bottle of Malibu 
Caribbean Rum sitting on an adjacent desk. 1 placed all of the items in a position for 
Sergeant Holliday to photograph, and then took custody of them. Prior to leaving, I 
poured the bottle of rum out in some nearby bushes located on a patio adjacent to the 
police office. 

Prior to leaving, we informed Officer Gonzalez we would notify him when we were ready 
to speak with him regarding our findings, giving him ample time to obtain a 
representative and/or an attorney of his choice. 

Sergeant Holliday and I drove to the San Diego Police Department’s North Eastern 
Station and impounded all of the items I obtained from Officer Gonzalez’s office. 

After phoning Lieutenant Marquez, informing him of our findings, the decision was made 
to place Officer Gonzalez on paid administrative leave. At approximately 1100 hours, 
Lieutenant Marquez, Sergeant Holliday, and 1 met with Officer Gonzalez and his two 
union representatives, Detective Ellis and Community Service Officer Hannon, in his 
office where we informed him he was being placed on paid administrative leave pending 
the outcome of the internal investigation.

Witness interview: (CSA) Ann Marie Palma-Kinoshita: 

On April 30,2013, at approximately 0925 hours, 1 interviewed Palma-Kinoshita in a closed 
office at Mira Mesa High School. There was no one else present during the interview. 1 captured 
our conversation using a digital audio recorder. 1 transferred this audio to a compact disc that is 
attached to this report. 

I asked Palma-Kinoshita to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 
11, 2013. Palma-Kinoshita essentially told me the following: 

1 was on supervision in the front of school at around 0720 hours, monitoring students 
coining to school with Officer Gonzalez. Coach Morales received a call from Coach 
Taylor that something was going on near the back of school. Officer Gonzalez and I 
drove to the back dirt lot where we inet with Coach Taylor. 

When we arrived, all of the students were standing outside of a car and Coach Taylor told 
us he called for assistance because there was a strong odor of marijuana coming from the 
vehicle, which was white and parked in the dirt lot. 

Coach Taylor told Officer Gonzalez he saw kids walking towards the metal containers 
and thought it was a little odd, so he walked over there as well and when he got to the 
area, he smelled a strong odor of marijuana coming from a car which happened to be 
parked behind the metal storage container. The car back there belonged to Redacted •, 

Officer Gonzalez told everyone they needed to empty their backpacks and pockets. One 
by one, the kids emptied their pockets onto my golf cart and I smelled each of their hands. 
Once they were done, Officer Gonzalez directed each kid to sit on a log lying on the 
ground. Officer Gonzalez never physically searched any of the students, it was only 
visual. 

Once all of the kids were sitting down, I was keeping an eye on them while Officer 
Gonzalez was talking to them. I got Coach Morales on the radio and asked for him to 
come back to our location because I noticed a lot of the kids were football players, and 
tlie Coach mentors a lot of the kids. 

While Officer Gonzalez was speaking to the students, I was standing behind all of the 
kids watching them. One of them. Redacted was kind of squirrely. Officer Gonzalez even 
told me to keep an eye on Redacted Pecause he was so squirrely. As I was watching them, I 
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Witness interview continued: 


noticed a purple container and a lighter behind the log on the ground. I picked them up 
and noticed the container was full of marijuana. 1 handed them to Officer Gonzalez. 

Once Officer Gonzalez was done speaking with everyone, he told them to grab their stuff 
and start walking up to the main office. We followed from behind in the golf cart. We 
had all of them sit in the counseling office at separate tables. Del Carmen also brought 
each student to the nurse’s office and had them checked out. 

1 asked Palma-Kinoshita if I showed her a picture of the items recovered during the incident, if 
she would recognize them. She replied, “Probably, I remember the container was purple and 
plastic.” 1 showed Palma-Kinoshita a picture of the items contained in the envelope Officer 
Gonzalez handed me on April 25,2013. Palma-Kinoshita recognized the container in the photo 
as the one she found during this incident. 

Witness interview': (CSA1 Aurelio Morales; 

On April 30,2013, at approximately 0950 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, I 
interviewed and recorded Aurelio Morales. There was no one else present during the interview. 1 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

1 asked Aurelio Morales to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 
11, 2013. Aurelio Morales essentially told me the following: 

We were all in front of the school when 1 received a call from a PE Coach Taylor 
regarding some kids in the back of the school possibly smoking. I told Ann Marie who 
had Officer Gonzalez with her in the golf cart. They drove back to the dirt parking lot to 
assist Coach Taylor. About 15 to 20 minutes later, I received another phone call from 
Ann Marie telling me 1 needed to go back to the dirt parking lot. 

When 1 got back to the dirt lot, 1 initially didn’t see the kids because they were behind the 
metal storage containers. I stopped at the weight room and asked Coach Taylor where 
Ann Marie and Officer Gonzalez were. He pointed to behind the containers, so I drove 
there. Once there, I saw a bunch of kids I know as football players. Redacted 

Redacted ^ were all out of the car sitting on the log. 

There was some stuff found on the ground behind the log. A lighter and a jar, maybe 
pinkish or maroon in color. I don’t know how the stuff got there, but 1 heard Arm Marie 
say, ‘oh look’ as she picked it up and put it down in front of the kids. I didn’t see anyone 
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Witness Interview continued: 


pick it up from there and we then walked all of the kids up to the office. The next time I 
saw tine stuff, it was up in the office. I was upset that it was kids I’m directly involved 
with which were caught, because I have gone out of my way with them trying to keep 
them out of this stuff. 

Once the kids were up in the office, I left and didn’t see anything going on for a couple of 
hours. I came back and talked with Redacted because he is a personal friend and it 
really hurt me to see him get caught up in that stuff. 

I asked Morales if I showed him a picture of the items recovered from the incident, if he would 
recognize them. He replied, “Yeah.” I showed him a picture of the items contained in the 
envelope Officer Gonzalez handed me on April 25, 2013. Morales recognized the plastic purple 
container containing marijuana, but did not recognize the glass pipe. 

Witness interview: (Student! Redacted g 

On April 30,2013, at approximately 1019 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, 1 
interviewed and recorded Redacted There was no one else present during the 
interview. I captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a 
compact disc that is attached to this report. 

I asked Redacted to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on 
April 11,2013. Redacted essentially told me the following: 

1 arrived kind of late. I went to my friend’s car to get a book. My friend was standing 
next to another car. I went over to where he was to give him his keys back and that’s 
when a teacher came lip to us telling everyone to stay while he called security. I was 
standing outside of this car with two other guys and there were a bunch of kids in the car. 

I remember it being around 7:25 or so because I was still able to get to class on time. 

Coach Taylor was the teacher who showed up. The ear- was parked in the dirt lot behind a 
metal storage container. Coach Taylor told all of the kids to get out of the car and by the 
time security and Officer Gonzalez showed up, we were all standing outside of the car. 
Officer Gonzalez told all of us to empty out our pockets. As we were emptying out our 
pockets, Officer Gonzalez said he was going to do another search, so we better fess up if 
we had anything. Redacted ended up taking out a little green fat container. 1 don’t know if 
there was any weed in it or not. Redacted tried hiding it behind something, but they found 
it. Redacted confessed it was his. I don’t think they were smoking weed in the car. I think 
they did it off campus. 
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Witness interview continued: 


We all went up to the office. They let those of us that weren’t high go back to class and 
the ones who were high, got in trouble and suspended. 

I asked Redacted if I showed him a picture of the items recovered from the incident, if he 
would be able to identify them. He replied, ‘Probably. ’ 1 showed him a picture of the items 
contained in the envelope Officer Gonzalez handed me on April 25, 2013. Redacted replied, 
‘Actually, I think that is the one but 1 thought it was green. The reason I think that is the one is 
because it’s fat like the one I was describing.’ (Referring to the plastic purple container 
containing marijuana). He wasn’t sure on the glass pipe.

On April 30,2013, at approximately 1026 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, 1 
interviewed and recorded Redacted . There was no one else present during the interview. I 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

1 asked Redacted to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 11, 
2013. Redacted essentially told me the following: 

I got dropped off around 7:24 or something by my brother and 1 saw Redacted We were 
going to walk to class together until he said lets go meet up with our other friends at their 
car. The car belongs to Redacted and he always parks there. We saw Redacted and met up with 
him. While at the car a teacher/coach came up and said he smelled marijuana. He told us 
to Stay there while he called security. Redacted Redacted Redacted and Redacted wcrc all l n die car. 
As soon as we walked up, we could smell marijuana coming from the car. 

Security shows up with coach Morales, Ann Marie and the officer. They line us up and 
tell us to empty our pockets one by one onto the cart. After we emptied our pockets, we 
each sat down on this log. Redacted tried to hide some drugs but Ann Marie found them. 
They were in a purple container. Officer Gonzalez looked in the car and noticed a pipe 
inside. I was keeping my head clown the whole time, so I don’t know if he actually took 
the pipe out of the car. 

They made all of us walk up to the office and they made us sit in the counseling center 
while they took us one by one to the nurse’s office. Officer Gonzalez interviewed 
because he got caught witli the container. 
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Witness interview continued: 


I asked if I showed him a picture of the items recovered from the incident, if he would be able 
to recognize them^^replicd, ‘Yeah.’ I showed him a picture of the items contained in the 
envelope Officer Gonzalez handed me on April 25, 201 3. Rfdacted eplied, ’Purple, that’s it.’ 
(Referring to the purple plastic container containing marijuana) He was not able to identify the 
pipe. 

Witness interview: (Vice-Principal) Francisca Del Carmen 

On April 30,2013, at approximately 1109 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, 1 
interviewed and recorded Francisca Del Carmen. There was no one else present during the 
interview. I captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a 
compact disc that is attached to this report. 

I asked Francisca Del Carmen to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on 
April 11,2013. Francisca Del Carmen essentially told me the following; 

My involvement began at approximately 7:45 AM when 1 received a call from security 
indicating they were bringing up approximately seven students to the office for smoking 
marijuana. Security brought all of the students into the counseling center. As they started 
coining in, 1 asked each student to sit by themselves and handed them a piece of paper 
instructing them to each write a statement of what happened. 

As they were writing statements, I brought the students I was responsible for into my 
office and interviewed them one at a time. Ibe other administrators did the same with 
their students. 

1 never searched any of the students and I only saw a blue glass pipe, a funky lighter and a 
small round Vaseline type container possibly purple in color, all sitting on the Police 
Officer’s desk. I never looked in the purple container and actually saw the marijuana, I 
was only told about the marijuana. 

After speaking with the other administrators, we determined four of the students were 
actually ill the vehicle and took part in smoking the marijuana/Hot Boxing. All four 
students were suspended, but two of them received an additional punishment for being in 
possession of marijuana and paraphernalia. I was also told the glass pipe and the lighter 
were found in the vehicle and the weed was on the other kid, 1 assumed. 
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Witness interview continued: 


I asked Del Carmen if I showed her a picture of the items recovered from the incident, if she 
would be able to identify them. She replied, ‘Yeah.’ I showed her a picture of the items 
contained in the envelope Officer Gonzalez handed me on April 25, 2013. Del Carmen replied, 
‘Yes on this one, indicating the purple container, and no on the glass pipe. I also took each 
student to the nurse’s office and had them evaluated.’ 

Witness interview: (Coach) John Taylor 

On April 30, 2013, at approximately 1142 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, I 
interviewed and recorded John Taylor. There was no one else present during the interview. I 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

1 asked John Taylor to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 11, 
2013. John Taylor essentially told me the following; 

I pulled up before school in the dirt parking lot and noticed several vehicles parked in the 
back row by the weight room and auto shop. As 1 was getting out of the car, I was 
picking up my coffee and keys and noticed a kid we had kicked off the football team, 
Redacted j walking toward me. T saw him make a right hand turn and then go to the 
back of the parking lot. 1 thought it was strange he was walking in that direction instead 
of walking towards the campus as all of the other kids were. I then saw Coach Blevins 
talking with a parent, so I went over to them and joined their conversation. While talking 
with them, I saw a second kid. Redacted who we had kicked off of the team for 
drugs, walking in the same direction as Redacted When I saw the both of them going 
over there, it wasn’t hard to put two and two together to figure out what they were up to. 

I excused myself from the conversation and walked over there to see what was going on. 

As 1 got closer, 1 noticed a white car parked backed in behind a metal storage container 
used by the construction company. As I walked around the corner of the container, 1 
asked what was going on here. You could completely smell marijuana in the air; they 
were smoking marijuana right there. The driver was still in the car, Redacted . There 
were three people in the back and somebody in the passenger seat. There were also two 
kids outside the car for a total of seven kids. Redacted was outside the car 
along with an Asian student whom i didn’t know. Redacted , Redacted and Redacted 
all got out of the car as if they were going to go to class. 1 told all of them they 
weren’t going anywhere and 1 phoned Coach Morales. 
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Witness interview continued: 


Coach Morales, Officer Gonzalez and Ann Marie all showed up a few minutes later. 

They started questioning the students and I left to go back to my classroom. I heard there 
was some drugs found on them, but 1 never saw any drugs or paraphernalia. 1 did smell a 
very strong smell of marijuana as if they were smoking it, but never saw anyone smoking. 

Witness interview: (student) Redacted 


On April 30,2013, at approximately 1224 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, 1 
interviewed and recorded Redacted , There was no one else present during the interview. 1 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

I asked Redacted to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 11, 
2013. Redacted essentially told me the following: 

I came to school and parked my car back in the dirt lot and was just hanging out. Redacted 
and Redacted came. Then Redacted came, after that Redac,ed came and then Coach Taylor came. 
Sitting in the car was me, Redacted Redacttd and Redacted Redacted as i <e( j to use my pipe because 
he had some weed on him. The windows were down and Redacted started smoking. 

Redacted th cll walked up and were standing outside just hanging out. 

Coach Taylor walked up and asked what was going on. We were all getting out anyways 
going to class. I rolled up the windows and locked the doors and then Coach Taylor told 
us we had to wait for security. Coach Morales, Officer Gonzalez and Ann Marie all came 
over. 

We emptied our pockets out in front of Ann Marie and I think the police officer was the 
one who had us do it. Once we finished emptying our pockets, we all sat down on this 
log that was back there. While waiting to empty my pockets, I opened my car for Coach 
Blevins so he could get the pipe in the back seat. Coach Blevins gave the pipe to the 
police officer. Everything that was found was sitting on the seat of the golf cart. 

We were followed by security in the golf cart as all of us walked up to the office. Once in 
the office, we all sat down at a table by ourselves and were told to write out our 
statements. I was called into the police office by the officer. He told me I was under 
arrest for possession of a pipe and read me my rights. 1 then gave him my statement and 
he said he was going to not put me in handcuffs. I left liis office and then went to my 
Vice Principal where l got suspended for three days. 
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Witness interview continued: 


I asked Redacted i f I showed him a picture of the pipe found in his vehicle, if he would be able to 
identify it as his pipe. I le replied, ‘Yeah.’ I showed him a picture of the pipe contained in the 
envelope Officer Gonzalez handed me on April 25, 2013. Redacted positively identified the pipe as 
his. Rented was unable to identify the marijuana or the container it was in. 

Witness Interview: (student) Redacted 

On April 30,2013, at approximately 1245 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, I 
interviewed and recorded Redacted There was no one else present during the interview. 1 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

I asked Redacted to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 
11,2013. Redacted essentially told me the following: 

1 got dropped off around 7:15 or so and walked over to Redacted car parked by the 
metal storage containers. 1 got into the car with some of my other friends. They had 
already smoked the weed. Right as I walked up, they must have rolled down the 
windows. Not even two minutes later, Coach Taylor came walking over. 1 guess he saw 
other people walking over to the car, so he decided to see what was going on. 

Coach Taylor made everyone get out of the car and then he called security. Once security 
and the police came, they made us empty our pockets and searched us. After we emptied 
our pockets, we all sat down on a log right next to the vehicle. 

There was a pipe found in the vehicle and some weed was found on a person. I don’t 
remember who asked, but someone asked if there was anything in the car. Redacted 
got up from the log and took his pipe out of his car and gave it to them. 

In the office, they gave us a piece of paper and told us to write down what happened. 

Once we were done, they brought us over to the nurse’s office and had us checked out. 
R “ tacted and Redacted were the only ones who went into the police office and talked with the 
officer, because they were the only ones who hud something on them.

On April 30, 2013, at approximately 1305 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, J 
interviewed and recorded Redacted . There was no one else present during the interview. I 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 
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Witness interview continued: 


I asked Redacted to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 11, 
2013. Redacted essentially told me the following: 

I usually park my car back there. On that day I met up with those kids who were chilling 
in Redacted car. They were smoking out of a piece/pipe. The windows were up and Redac,ed 
was smoking weed out of Redacted pipe. 

Coach Taylor came walking up and told us to stay in the car. Coach Taylor called Coach 
Morales and then we all got out of the car, The other security and the cop showed up and 
they searched all of us. They told us to empty out our pockets onto the golf cart and then 
we sat down on the log. 

They found the pipe in the car and some weed on Redacted We all walked up to the office 
and they had us sit down in the counseling office. 1 did talk with Officer Gonzalez for a 
little bit about making better choices, lie never read me my rights or anything. I got 
suspended I think because I was in the car when everyone was smoking. 

Witness interview: (student) Redacted 

On May 3,2013, at approximately 1058 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, 1 
interviewed and recorded Redacted i. There was no one else present during the interview. I 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

I asked Redacted to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 
11,2013. Redacted essentially told me the following: 

Rfdac,ed picked me up at home and we met Redac,ed and everyone else in the Carl’s Jr. parking 
lot. We all smoked over there and I hopped into Redacted car to drive to school. We 
parked over by the storage bins and were just sitting in the car. I was sitting in the back 
scat when Coach Taylor came walking up and said it smells like weed and I am going to 
call the school officer. 

When security showed up, they told us they were going to search us. They had us line up 
one by one and empty out our pockets onto the golf cart. After we finished, we each sat 
down on the log. Security found a lighter next to the log, a piece/pi pc in the car and T had 
a ‘nug’ jar with 1.65 grams in it. A ‘nug’ jar is like a medicine bottle or a prescription jar. 
The one I had was purple. 
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Witness interview continued; 


We were all brought up to the office where we wrote down our statements, we then spoke 
with Officer Gonzalez and then went to the nurse to get cheeked out. 

Because Redacted informed me he was arrested by Officer Gonzalez, 1 asked him a series of 
questions. See Q and R (response) below. 

Q. What kind of questions did Officer Gonzalez ask you once he brought you into his office? 

R. Things like are you high, how much weed was it, is it yours. 1 said yes to everything. 

Q. Did Officer Gonzalez ever tell you, you were under arrest? 

R. Yes. 

Q. Did Officer Gonzalez read you your rights? 

R. Yes. 

Q. Did you agree to speak with him? 

R. Yes. 

Q. Was the purple plastie container, containing marijuana, yours? 

R. Yes. 

Q. How did you know there was 1.65 or 1.67 grams in it? 

R. Officer Gonzalez scaled it out himself. 

Q. When you were in the police office, you were telling me Officer Gonzalez weighed out 
the marijuana? 

R. Yes. He pulled out a scale from his desk and weighed it. 

Q Were you the only student who spoke with Officer Gonzalez. 

R. No, we all did. 

Q. Were you the only student who got arrested? 

R. I think so. 

Q. What were you told you were arrested for? 

R. Bringing drugs onto campus. 
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Witness interview continued: 


Q. What did Officer Gonzalez tell you would happen to you? 

R. He said it wasn’t really enough to go to jail for. He said he had to read me my rights 
because I had drugs on campus and he wouldn’t take me to jail because my vice-principal 
would have to make the decision to suspend me. 

Q. Did you get suspended? 

R. Yes. 

Q. Did the officer physically search you? 

R. Yeah, he patted me down. 

Q. If I show you a picture of the container with the drugs, would you recognize it? 

R. Yeah, a friend gave it to me and I bought the weed a while ago. 

Q. So the picture I’m showing you with the purple container and the weed inside, is yours or 
what you had that day? 

R. Yes that is what I had. 

Q. Do you recognize the pipe? 

R. Yes, it’s clear glass with black and blue design on it. 

Witness interview: (Vice Principal) Virginia Sturgeon 

On May 10, 2013, at approximately 0745 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, I 
interviewed and recorded Virginia Sturgeon. There was no one else present during the interview. 
I captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. I transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

I asked Virginia Sturgeon to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on 
April 11, 2013. Virginia Sturgeon essentially told me the following: 

Security came to tell me they had found a group of boys in a car, parked behind a 
container in the dirt parking lot. The reason security went to look, is because that is a 
construction zone and off limits to students and they saw a whole group of boys walking 
back there behind the container towards the beginning of school. It was unusual so 
security followed them to see where they were going. 

When they got there, they observed a car full of smoke. Some kids in the cm were 
smoking marijuana and the others in the car were inhaling the marijuana. They brought 
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Witness interview continued: 


all of them into the counseling center where they were interviewed and searched by 
security and the police officer. 

When I went over to see how things were going, 1 was talking with the police officer 
when he showed me a glass pipe and some marijuana in a plastic container. The 
marijuana looked like a lot to me, so I said, is it 25.8 grams, because I was trying to figure 
out how I was going to make my decision. The officer took out a scale from his desk and 
weighed the marijuana. It turned out to be only about 8 grams; it just appeared more 
because it was so big. 

The officer put the scale away and kept all of the stuff and then identified Redacted 
confessed to bringing the marijuana and Redacted j iac | confessed to bringing the pipe. 
My best recollection regarding the color of the container is purple or pink and it was a 
medicine type container. 

After the officer was finished talking with the students, I interviewed them and phoned 
their parents. The parents also spoke with the officer and they were under the impression 
their kids were arrested. Redacted actually told me the officer told him his son was 
arrested and the case would be forwarded to the district attorney. He would hear from 
them in about six to eight weeks. Redacted left under the impression his son had been 
arrested for possession of the marijuana pipe. Redacted was a ; so un der the impression 
her son had been arrested for possession of marijuana, but for personal use not 
distribution. 

I asked Sturgeon if I showed her a picture of the items confiscated on the day of the incident, if 
she would be able to recognize them. She replied, ‘Oh yeah, that’s the pipe for sure, hi my mind 
I remember it being colored, so that was kind of funny for a boy to be carrying around. That 
looks like the large amount of marijuana I saw because it was a big bud.’ 

Witness interview: (Vice Principal) Sara Leonard 

On May 10, 2013, at approximately 0800 hours, in a closed office at Mira Mesa High School, I 
interviewed and recorded Sara Leonard. There w'as no one else present during the interview. I 
captured our conversation using a digital audio recorder. 1 transferred this audio to a compact 
disc that is attached to this report. 

1 asked Sara Leonard to essentially tell me the chain of events regarding the incident on April 11, 
2013. Sara Leonard essentially told me the following: 

I was in my office when I was informed there were several students being brought up to 
the office for being under the influence and in possession of drugs and were going to be

needing suspensions and such. When I stepped out of my office and into the counseling 
center, I noticed all of the students were sitting down writing out statements. 

I asked the other Vice Principal, Frannie Del Carmen, if we needed to search any of the 
students. Frannie told me it had already been done. As I was looking through the names 
of the students to see which ones were mine, Frannie started to walk them over to the 
nurse’s office, one at a time to have them assessed whether or not they were under the 
influence. 

Frannie and I started talking about who was under the influence and who was in 
possession of anything. Frannie informed me there were two students who had been 
placed under arrest, one for being in possession of marijuana and the other for being in 
possession of a pipe. Both students weren’t in my alphabet, so I knew the other Vice 
Principal, Ms. Sturgeon w'ould be handling them. 

At one point, when I was in the police office, I noticed a vile of marijuana and made a 
comment that it looked like a lot and was wondering if it would have been enough for an 
expulsion or not. I wasn’t very concerned about it, because 1 knew it was going to be 
handled by the other Vice Principal and Officer Gonzalez. 

I asked Leonard if 1 showed her a picture of the items confiscated that day, if she would be able 
to identify them. She was only able to identify the marijuana and the container; she never 
actually saw the glass pipe. 1 asked Leonard if she remember the names of the students who had 
been caught in possession and she was only able to remember one of the names, Redacted 

Subject Officer Interview: Officer Anthony Gonzalez 

Anthony Gonzalez (Subject Officer) is a Campus Police Officer assigned to Mira Mesa High 
School. 

In compliance with the Peace Officer’s Bill of Rights (AB 301) I requested this interview with 
Officer Gonzalez well in advance, and informed him of his right to bring legal and/or POA 
representation. Officer Gonzalez agreed to meet on June 7, 2013. 

On June 7, 2013, at 1139 hours, 1 interviewed Officer Anthony Gonzalez in the situation room at 
the EOC. Present during the interview was Officer Gonzalez, Attorney Susan Jerich (Officer 
Gonzalez’s representative), Sergeant Troy Holliday and myself. 
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Subject officer interview continued: 

At the beginning of the interview, and prior to Officer Gonzalez being asked any questions 
pertaining to the incident in question, I advised Officer Gonzalez and his attorney of the 
following: 

• There would not be more than two interrogators during tire interview. 

• The investigation was regarding an incident which occurred at Mira Mesa High 
School on April 11, 2013. 

• The interview was being audio recorded. 

• Officer Gonzalez was admonished that he is to answer all questions completely 
and truthfully. Providing misleading or false statements may result in disciplinary 
action, up to and including termination. 

I asked Officer Gonzalez if he understood the information I had just read. Officer Gonzalez 
replied, “Yes.” I then continued and read Officer Gonzalez his rights per Peace Officers Bill of 
Rights. 

• Officer Gonzalez has the right to have a representative present during the 
interview. 

• Officer Gonzalez has the right to audio record the interview, and will have access 
to the recording made by the department if further proceedings are contemplated. 

• Officer Gonzalez will have access to a transcript copy of any notes, reports or 
complaints, except those deemed confidential. 

• Officer Gonzalez would be released from any work time for this interview, and if 
the interview took place outside his normal work hours, he would be 
compensated for any extra time 

• The interview would be for a reasonable amount of time based on the 
circumstances, and he would be allowed to attend to any of his personal needs 

I asked Officer Gonzalez if he understood his rights. Officer Gonzalez said, “Yes”. I continued 
and read Officer Gonzalez his Miranda rights as this investigation may potentially lead into 
criminal charges. 

• You have the right to remain silent. Do you understand? “Yes” 

• Anything you say may be used against you in court. Do you understand? “Yes” 

• You have the right to the presence of an attorney before and during the 
questioning. Do you understand? “Yes” 

• If you cannot afford an attorney, one will be appointed for you free of charge, 
before any questioning, if you want. Do you understand? “Yes”

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Subject officer interview continued: 

1. Do you want to talk about what happened? “No”

I then admonished Officer Gonzalez this was an administrative investigation and he is hereby 
ordered to discuss the issue with us. I advised him if he refused to discuss the issue, it may be 
deemed insubordination and result in administrative discipline and that any statement he made 
under the threat of discipline could not be used against him in a later criminal hearing, but this is 
not criminal. I then ordered Officer Gonzalez to answer any and all questions asked of him in a 
truthful and accurate manner. If he failed to do so, it may result in disciplinary action, up to and 
including termination of his employment with the San Diego Unified School District Police 
Department. Officer Gonzalez said, ‘I understand.’

Recommendation for Termination - Anthony Gonzalez ID# Redacted 


On April 11, 2013, at approximately 0725 hours, Mira Mesa Coach John Taylor observed several 
students smoking marijuana in a vehicle parked on a dirt lot of the campus. Coach Taylor 
notified school security, along with Campus Police Officer Anthony Gonzalez (Hereon identified 
as Gonzalez). 

A subsequent search by Gonzalez for drugs and /'or paraphernalia revealed a purple plastic 
prescription drug bottle containing marijuana on one of the students, along with a multi-colored 
glass smoking pipe. Gonzalez took custody of the purple plastic container and the glass pipe. 

On April 17, 2013, Sergeant Palkovic was reviewing the ‘seven day weekly activity report’ 
distributed to supervisors by the department’s crime analyst when he noticed Gonzalez had 
cleared a call on April 11, 2013 with an ‘A’, indicating he had made an arrest. Sergeant Palkovic 
did not recall reviewing or approving this particular report, so he questioned Gonzalez about its 
status and whereabouts. His immediate supervisor, Sgt. Palkovic worked with Gonzalez since 
Dec. 2012 on improving the quality of his police reports. Specifically he counseled him on the 
content of the report, its accuracy, grammatical issues, and submitting it in a timely manner. 

On April 18, 2013, Sergeant Palkovic sent Gonzalez ail email inquiring about this particular 
report (SDUSD Police CAD Incident #2013040889). Gonzalez responded to Sergeant Palkovic 
via email, indicating the call should have been changed from ‘someone in possession of 
marijuana’ (11357 H&S),to ‘someone under the influence of marijuana’, (11550 H&S). 
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On April 19, 2013, Sergeant Palkovic visited Gonzalez’s office at Mira Mesa High School to get 
clarification on this particular' incident, and discuss several unrelated report issues. Gonzalez 
informed him there were no drugs or paraphernalia found on April 11, 2013, and he had made a 
mistake by clearing the call with an ‘A’(indicating an arrest). He added that this call should have 
been cleared with a ‘K’ (indicating no crime, no arrest and therefore, no police report was 
required). 

Sergeant Palkovic then met with two Mira Mesa High School administrators regarding this 
particular incident, and they provided him with conflicting information. During a subsequent 
investigation, Sergeant Palkovic found that Gonzalez was dishonest and; Sergeant Palkovic 
confirmed Gonzalez had recovered drugs and paraphernalia from said students on April 11, 

2013. 

Sergeant Palkovic conducted a records check with the San Diego Police Department’s property 
room database under Gonzalez’s name and identification number. This revealed Gonzalez had 
not conducted any narcotic impounds during the entire 2012-13 school year. This information 
directly conflicts with data recorded in the SDUSD Police Department’s CAD system, along 
with witness statements detailed later in this report. 

Throughout the course of the investigation into the aforementioned incident, Sergeant Palkovic 
interviewed witnesses who identified that drugs and paraphernalia were confiscated from said 
students. Sergeant Palkovic also established said drugs and paraphernalia were given to 
Gonzalez, and Gonzalez never impounded the items as mandated by department general orders. 

As mentioned, Gonzalez told Sergeant Palkovic there were no drugs or paraphernalia 
confiscated, and this particular incident should have been cleared with a ‘K’. Gonzalez was 
dishonest to Sergeant Palkovic, his direct supervisor. 

When Gonzalez was notified by Sergeant Palkovic that he was the subject officer of an internal 
investigation regarding the aforementioned incident, he produced the said drugs and 
paraphernalia. Gonzalez had retained the items in a manila envelope in his desk located in his 
office at Mira Mesa High School. 

Gonzalez’s behavior in this instance stands in direct violation of the legal, administrative, and 
ethical standards for police officers. He betrayed the public trust. 

Department General Orders outline specific directions for officers regarding the proper 
impounding of drugs/narcotics. Within this order, Officers, unless otherwise approved by a 
supervisor, must impound all drugs/narcotics into the SDPD property room by the end of their 
shift, and must follow SDPD impound procedures. 

The drugs Gonzalez provided to Sergeant Palkovic on April 25, 2013, upon receiving his letter 
of investigation, were in fact the drugs he confiscated from said students on April 11, 2013. This 
was fourteen days after the incident. Gonzalez admitted he failed to properly impound the drugs 
during his compelled interview. He also confirmed he knew how to properly impound 
drugs/narcotics, but stated he did not properly handle it because of laziness. 
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Throughout the course of this investigation, Gonzalez lied to Sergeant Palkovic by stating there 
were never any drags/paraphernalia, when in fact there were. Furthermore, the missing 
drugs/paraphernalia items were present in his office when he discussed the incident with 
Sergeant Palkovic, demonstrating his willingness to also be deceptive with his supervisor. 

Throughout the course of this investigation, Gonzalez documented in an official police report 
that he had impounded “1.65 grams of marijuana” into the northeastern San Diego Police 
Department’s property room, when in fact he never impounded the said drugs at all. The drugs 
he handed to Sergeant Palkovic were the same drugs he referenced in the police report. 

Officer Gonzalez is a sworn San Diego Unified School District Police Officer, a permanent 
classified employee. Gonzalez took the Law Enforcement Oath of Honor and confirmed his 
attendance and understanding through his signature on the department’s Oath of Flonor poster. 
Gonzalez swore to uphold the doctrine, which includes Integrity and Character. 

Gonzalez was hired September 2, 2003, as a probationary patrol officer. He completed his 
district probation in September of 2004. On April 25, 2013, Gonzalez was placed on paid 
administrative leave pending this investigation. 

Based upon the evidence provided, 1 find cause exists for termination because of the following: 

The grounds for discipline as listed in the Employment Regulations for the Classified Services of 
the San Diego Unified School District, Article VI are: 

a. Unsatisfactory performance 

b. Failure to obey reasonable regulations or directives 

c. Willful and persistent violation of the Education Code, Classified Regulations, 
district policies, and/or procedures 

g. Dishonesty 

j. Falsification of application information or other documents submitted to the 

district. 

During the course of this investigation, Officer Gonzalez violated the following department 
policies. The listed policy violations were “SUSTAINED.” 

As a member of the department, Officer Gonzalez was issued a copy of the SDUSD 
“General Orders. " A General Order is written and issued by the authority of the Chief 
of Police and is applicable to the department, division or unit. A General Order is the 
most authoritative directive in the department. All General Orders are in effect until 
altered or superseded by another order. 

• Failure to be truthful 

SDUSD Police Departments General Order A-3.1 subsection AA, 

Accountability and Truthfulness, reads:

“Members shall be accurate, complete and truthful in all matters. Members 
shall accept responsibility for their actions without attempting to conceal, divert 
or mitigate their true culpability. ” 

• Code of conduct / ethics 

SDUSD Police Departments General Order A-3.1 subsection Z Department 
Reports and Confidential Information, reads: 

“Members shall submit all necessary reports on time and in accordance with 
established Department procedures. Reports submitted by members shall be 
truthful and no member shall knowingly enter or cause to be entered any 
inaccurate, false or improper information. ” 

• Failure to properly impound evidence 

SDUSD Police Departments General Order A-9.5, subsection III, A.7, Impound 
and Disposal of Property, reads: 

“All narcotics will be impounded at SDPD area stations before the end of the 
workday without exception (SDPD form PD-235). ” 

• Failure to properly impound evidence 

SDUSD Police Departments General Order A-9.5 subsection III, A.9 Impound 
and Disposal of Property, reads: 

“Cans or bottles containing alcohol related to a case will be photographed and 
then disposed of. ” 

• Failure to submit reports within five days 

SDUSD Police Departments General Order B-4.1 subsection E, 5, Reports, reads: 

“All other reports, except lost property, petty thefts less than $50.00 and 
vandalism less than $100.00, shall be submitted within five (5) working days. ” 

A police officer is legally and morally bound to a higher standard of conduct than the average 
citizen. Police officers must comport themselves in accordance with the laws that they are sworn 
to enforce and behave in a manner that brings honor and respect, rather than public distrust of the 
law enforcement profession. Police officers are not drafted into public service; rather they 
compete for their positions. In accepting employment by the department, they implicitly agree 
that they will not engage in conduct which calls into question their integrity, honesty and moral 
turpitude. 

Historically, peace officers have been held to a higher standard than other public employees, in 
part, because they alone are the ‘guardians of peace and security of the community,’ and a vital 
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part of the entire judicial system designed for the purpose of maintaining law and order. 
Gonzalez has tarnished his character by willingly, knowingly and deceptively, lying to his 
supervisor over a relatively minor incident. 

Gonzalez’s role as a Campus Police Officer has a direct daily impact on children ranging from 
pre-school to 12th-grade. These are same children we as a society are trying to teach and instill 
the core values of honesty, integrity, and moral turpitude. In the Law Enforcement profession, 
we learn early in the academy that dishonesty is not (and will never be) acceptable. Lying is so 
severe that industry standard dictates police department’s rarely do not hesitate for immediate 
and unequivocal termination. Gonzalez’s actions in the aforementioned incident are exactly that, 
unacceptable behavior of a ‘Guardian of Peace,’ and must result in termination.

He went over there, he detained them, he 
called um, security, and security and I, we went over there on the golf cart and there was, 
I believe six males, um standing outside of a vehicle. Um, the PE coach that said he saw 
all these guys, all the students walking over that way so he walked over that way and as 
he’s got, as he was getting closer to the container he smelled the odor of marijuana so he 
detained everybody and that’s when he called us. Um, and that’s when we showed up. 
We, ah, we called for an admin to be present with us. Um, no admin was available at the 
time because it was morning, um, arrival for students, and stuff like that, they were 
unavailable, so with myself and the two security, the two security guards, we all, I started 
doing just outside pat downs and stuff like that, detained them and all that and so forth. 
Um, I first, before I patted everybody down, you know, made the, made the comment, 
‘Hey, does anybody, does anybody have anything they shouldn’t have on them.’ Nobody 
answered up, So, did pat downs on each one of them. Um, noticed one kid was 
fidgeting. I lcinda kept an eye on him while I was doing pat downs. The other two 
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G: security guards were just looking at the individuals. They were keeping an eye on them 

while I was doing pat downs and then when I got to the last individual as he came patting 
down, run, not sure which security guard had found a, I believe it was a purple container 
that was behind, they were sitting on the curb, and that’s when they found it, a purple 
container, which ah, I don’t know if it was the kid’s or not so. The security guard gave it 
to me. We grabbed everybody, put them on golf carts and, and walked over to the office. 
Um, standard, ah, standard routine is kids get their, from the school side, the admin gives 
the ah, students witness’/victim’s declaration where they their side of the story. Um, and 
then one at a time then I interview um, students. At that point in time when it came to the 
one individual who the marijuana was found in his area was, I read him his rights, his 
Miranda Rights. I gave him an opportunity to have his parent there and/or um, a vice 
principal present with him. He understood his rights. He told me he would be willing to 
talk to me. I asked him if it was his. He hesitated and ah, eventually he admitted it was 
his. 

P: You had mentioned the purple container. Was there anything in the purple container? 

G: Um after I opened it up, ya there was. 

P: What was inside the purple container? 

G: Green nuggets, I mean, to me, marijuana, it had the odor of marijuana. 

P: Was there anything else found? 

G: I believe there was a pipe found in a vehicle. 

P: And what would happen with that pipe? 

G: That pipe was subsequently put in with the marijuana in a bag, in an envelope. 

P: And who took custody of all of that? 

G: I did. 

P: Ok. Were those particular items ever impounded, the marijuana, the purple container and 

the glass pipe? 

G: No. 

P: And you had mentioned that you had Mirandized one of the students. Was he arrested? 
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G: He was arrested and released back to the school. 

P: Was there anybody else arrested in this incident? 

G: No. 

P: Do you remember the student’s name that you arrested? 

G: No. 

P: Did you submit an arrest report for that incident? 

G: No, it was, I was working on it. 

P: Can you explain to me what, what you mean by you were working on it. 

G: I was still investigating the crime, the incident. Cuz he, at first he was not outright, forth 

right with me and then his story was not collaborated with the other five juveniles with 
the admin. 

P: But you, you, there was enough there for you to make an arrest? 

G: Well, with his own admission afterwards, yes.

G: An ‘A’ is for an arrest, a ‘K’ is for clear the call, um, for various reasons, um ‘O’ is for 

an open case, still under the CAD per se would still be under investigation and an ‘R’ 
would be just report only. 
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P: Ok, and I just wanted to clarify. You said a ‘K’ would be clear a call? Plow would you 

clear- that call if you used a ‘IC? 

G: Usually, depending on tire case’s stance, either be no arrest, or admin handled, or not 

enough evidence, it all, it varies. It depends. 

P: I understand. 

G: Due to the crimes, whatever is under investigation. 

P: Ok. So, typically a ‘K’ would mean there is no report generated. 

G: Not necessarily true. 

J: Can you explain that, Tony? 

G: Most ‘K’s there’s always reports behind it via when admin asks, ‘What did you do?’, 

there’s some type of documentation of what police officers um, do and report statuses. 

If it goes to a school hearing, they want to know what officers have done. If there was 
an arrest or there was any kind of report documentation. That’s what usually (inaudible) 
the ‘K’ part. 

P: So that you’re referring to the, and I’m just dying to clarify here, you’re referring to the 

administrative side of the school district? Like the school itself, the administrators there, 
the principals, the vice principals. 

G: Well, depending on who is asking or any kind of, from the district level, to the VP level. 

It all depends. 

P: So I would like to know what a ‘K’ means for our police department over the air. What 

does that refer to? 

G: Mean, ‘K’ meaning no prosecution, no nothing. 

P: So no report taken at all because you are not going to submit anything if you are going to 

clear a report with a ‘K’ is that correct? 

G: Sometimes, yes. Yes and no. It all depends on the call itself. Some people want oh, a 

153 on a ‘K’ for document purposes, it all depends. 
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P: And just so you know Ms. Jerich, a 153 would be considered a narrative of an incident 

and we would clear that with an ‘R’ because it would be considered a report. 

J: Ok. 

P: So, I just wanted to clarify that with our department a ‘K’ is, is meant as no report taken. 

J: Ok. 

P: Can you, Officer Gonzalez, can you please tell us how you properly impound drags into 

the San Diego Police Department since they are the caretakers of our um, narcotics? 

G: Ah, properly, ah, there in, you go to one of the substations to closest ah, the area you 

work in, or, and or anywhere that’s deemed a San Diego PD property room. Paper 
work’s filled out, documentation, name, ah, weight of the narcotics, and then explain the 
narcotics, gets in a sealed envelope, with property tape on it and gets filed in a secured 
red or blue mail box in one of the property rooms of the police department. 

P: In the new procedures that we’ve gone to within the last year and a half, require us to do 

what with the um, property tag per se, the number to it... 

G: Attach it to it, report or any kind of documentation is fine. 

P: .. .And is that, that process, is that where we generate a, um, kind of like a, sticky piece 

of, like a, I’m going blank here on the name... 

H: A label? 

P: ... a label? Where we generate a label for the property for the property tag and we attach 

that to the property? 

G: The new labels, yeah, from San Diego PD. Yeah. 

P: Electronic label? 

G: Electronic labels. 

P: Ok. Can you tell us how you are to properly to dispose of alcohol that you have obtained 

in an investigation? 
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G: Ah, take pictures of it and dispose of it, um, via I don’t know, bathroom or sink, or 

something where it’s not can be taken or used. 

P: Ok. Do you remember the conversation that you and I had regarding an email about this 

incident when I had sent you an email and, in fact, I will let you look at the emails. 

When I sent you an email referencing um, Herman Davis, our Crime Analyst, and I was 
looking into to this report because I hadn’t seen it come across my desk yet. Do you 
remember? 

J: I’ll just note for the record, Sergeant... 

P: That’s fine. 

J: ... you handed us, um, looks like one, two, three, four emails. Four emails, four pages of 

an email beginning with one from Anthony Gonzalez to Sergeant Palkovic, dated 
Thursday, April 18 th . I don’t know if this is the same chain. Is this the same chain? 

P: Yes, it’s the same chain. So the last page will probably read what everything else does. 

J: Ok. So we should turn to the last page. Is that right? 

P: Well, that would help if you wanted to go that route. 

J: So everything goes up. Ok. Looks like it. Ok. Turn to the last page. We’ll just take a 

minute if you don’t mind. 

P: No, not a problem. 

J: Have you seen this before? 

G: The email chain? 

J: So it looks like it starts here. 

G: Got it. Ok. 

J: Ok. Good? 

G: Mm, hmm. 
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J: Ok, thank you. We’ve had a chance to ... 

G: Mm, hmm. 

J: ... review that. May we keep this in front of us or do you need it? 

P: Sure. Sure. So, Officer Gonzalez, do you remember that conversation that took place 

over the email? 

G: This email chain, yes. 

P: Ok. What was, do you remember the, how you cleared this particular call originally? 

G: With an‘A’. 

P: With an‘A’. Ok. And in that email, I had asked you where the report was because I 

hadn’t seen it across my desk and you had indicated to me that it should not have been an 
‘A’ and it should have been changed and there was a little confusion there regarding the 
1150 and the 11550, which 1150 is a traffic stop and 11550 would be considered an 
under the influence type call. Is that correct in there? I just want to make sme you can 
read all of that. And that’s why I asked you an 11550. I didn’t understand a traffic 
stop from an ‘A’, from an arrest. 

G: Cuz the initial, they were at, they were initially at a vehicle. Beforehand it was just 

11550 because there was no evidence at the time. 

P: Ok. 

J: And I’m sorry, I might be confused, but in this email chain I see the reference originally 

to an ‘A’ which as I understand it means there was an arrest made. 

P: Correct. 

J: 1 don’t see anything in this email at least that Officer Gonzalez wrote about it not being 

an ‘A’ but I see the difference it being changed from, looks like possession of marijuana, 
11357, to possession... 

P: Was the, I’m sorry, then that might have been, oh there it is right there. 
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J: 11... 

P: It, it says right here. It should have been changed to an 1150. 

J: 11, is it 11550? 

P: It was, we clarified up here further. It was 11550. 

J: Ok. It was an arrest but for a different charge? Is that what I understand? 

P: It would just change the call. 

J: Ok. 

P: From a marijuana, possession of marijuana to under the influence. 

J: Right. Ok. 

G: And the reason why is because initially is because the teacher said they were smoking 

dope so that’s the original call. Then when I got there it was that because there was no 
evidence at the time. 

P: Ok, so on April 19 th , I came out to your school, and met with you in your office regarding 

some other reports that I was working on you with. And I had asked you in your office to 
clarify the email chain and the incident with me because I was still confused. I didn’t 
understand what was going, what was taking place. And when we met, in your office, 
you had informed me that nothing was found in the dirt parking lot and the call was a 
mistake and it should have been cleared with a ‘K*. Is that true?’ 

G: I, I don’t remember saying that but... 

P: Could you tell me what you remember about that conversation in your office? 

G: I’m trying to remember. I’m trying to remember. The call was to the part where there 

was the found marijuana after the fact so it should have been, it started as 11357, turned 
into an 1150, it should been back to 11357. 

P: But, the, the conversation that you and 1 had in your office regarding this incident, when 

you had told me that you had walked up on a vehicle, it smelled highly of marijuana ... 
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G: Right. 

P: ... as if they just got done smoking the marijuana, and when I had asked you well was 

anything found, you said no. And I said you mean there was no marijuana, there was no 
pipe, there was nothing found, and you said correct. 

G: And at that point, when I walked up there, no. 

P: Pm sorry? 

G: There was nothing found there at the point when I walked up there no. 

P: But in reference what we were discussing was in reference to this entire call. 

G: Right. 

P: I had asked you about a report that I have not seen and this was on the 19 th . So this was 

8 days after the incident when we spoke about this and you had referred to me in your 
office that there was no drugs are found, there was no pipe found and the call was 
mistakenly cleared as an ‘A’ and it should have been cleared with a ‘K’. That was the 
conversation you and I had. Do you remember that? 

G: I do remember the conversation, yes. 

P: Ok, so is, what Pm saying is that correct? 

G: To the best of my knowledge yes. 

P: Ok. If you, so I guess the next question would be, is if you made an arrest and you 

confiscated some drugs and paraphernalia, then in your office that day, why would you 
tell me that there were no drugs or paraphernalia found and the call needed to be cleared 
with a ‘K’? 

G: Because I knew that kid was on the verge of not graduating so I was trying to help that 

kid out because he’s a senior and he was elected to go to, he was trying to go to diversion 
program and that’s what I was waiting for the mom to come back to me about doing 
diversion. 

P: And just so, for the record, I don’t recall that being addressed to me. 
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G: Yeah. 

P: So you didn’t bring that up to me then? 

G: No. 

P: Ok. Going down the road a little further, on April 25 [h , Sergeant Plolliday and myself 

arrived at your school and met you when you came to work. We handed you a letter of 
intent that you were being investigated. We asked, we, we, we advised you that had the 
right to have representative present, you phoned the representative of your choice, I want 
to say it was Jesus Montana ... 

G: Mm, hmm. 

P: ... and we had asked you if we could search through your desk and you gave us consent 

to search through your desk. 

G: Yeah. 

P: As I was searching through your desk, you had made a statement to me. You asked me, 

‘What are you looking for?’ Is that correct? 

G: Yes. 

P: And I told you that we were looking for something that shouldn’t be here. Is that correct? 

G: I believe so. 

P: As I continued searching through your desk, you reached to the left of your desk and you 

grabbed a manila envelope and you handed it to me and you said, ‘I think this is what you 
are looking for. ’ Is that correct? 

G: I didn’t say, ‘I think’, I said, ‘This is what you are looking for.’ 

P: Ok. So, you said,‘This is what you are looking for.’ 

G: Mm, hmm. 

P: Can you recall the contents of that envelope, please? 
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G: Ah, should have been a piece of paper in there, ah, a pipe, and I believe, the container of 

marijuana. 

P: Are those items that you handed me on that day the items that you obtained from April 

11 th ? 

G: Yes. 

P: Ok. On April 19 lh , when I came in to your office to talk to you about these reports, was 

that envelope sitting in the same place it was when I was talking to you in that, in your 
office that day? 

G: No. 

P: Where was it? 

G: In the bottom drawer. 

P: Ok. So... 

G: So I took it out. 

P: ... you took it out. 

G. Mm, hmm. Knowing that ... 

P: ... (inaudible) 

G: ... knowing that I had to impound it. I take it out knowing that I have to impound it. 

P: As a, as a way to remind you? 

G: Reminder. Yes. 

P: Ok. So on the 19 lh when I came in there, 6 days later you still had not impounded it and 

that was the envelope that you handed me. Correct? 

G: Correct. 

P: Ok. 
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J: May I ask just a ... 

P: Yes, ma’am. 

J: ... question here. Um, Officer Gonzalez, was there a reason, I mean, knowing that the 

department policy, I think, is probably a reason, impounding evidence like that within a 
reasonable time period, maybe it’s two days after arrest, um, is there any reason you can 
give us today why you didn’t impound that evidence in a more, shall we say, timely 
fashion? 

G: Just, you know, lost time, I forgot, um, you know I work at a high school, the door’s 

always open so the kids come in and out, parents come in and out, so I tend to forget ah, 
you know impound stuff (inaudible) matter. Just because of the foot traffic that I 
encounter with the school and at that time um, there was worked me, I don’t know if it 
was on the 19 th or the 20 th , whatever, um, of a, of the admin coming and telling me that 
ah, there was a kid that was sexually assaulting um, female students which then, that’s 
when I directed to my sergeant about this other case. That was more important, an 
important matter, that was more touchy. A touchy subject when a kid is (inaudible) so 
that’s when I directed everything to, to that nature of that call. 

J: And you didn’t receive your supervisor’s permission, I assume. 

G: No, I neglected to tell my supervisor about the impound. 

J: Ok. So is it fair to say you got busy with this other matter involving the sexual assault 

and put this matter aside? 

G: Yes. 

J: Ok, that’s all I had. 

P: Um, just to clarify for the record, in case Officer Gonzalez is not aware, Department 

policy says that all drugs and narcotics will be impounded the same day, prior to end of 
shift. And if I understood correctly, what you were talking with your attorney in regards 
to was on the day that you obtained the drugs, you got side tracked, and busy and things 
of that nature. 

G: Mm, hmm. 
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P: But on the 19 th when I showed up, you had pulled it out as a reminder ... 

G: To impound it. 

P ... and six days later you still had not impounded it. 

G: Correct. 

P: Ok. What I would like show you now, uni, and feel free to look at it, is the, is the report 

that was never submitted. And this is of the incident on that day and the incident number 
on that report urn, should end with the last four of 0889. 

J. Does this look familial - ? 

G: Mm, hmm. It’s the stuff that’s on the computer. 

J: Do you mind if we went off tape and we could ... 

P: Absolutely. We can take a break. 

J: ... yeah ... 

P: Sure. No problem. 

J: (Inaudible) We were willing to take a look at this. 

Tape ends. 

J: So just note we’re, we’re back on record after a brief break to review um, report number, 

well ending in 0889. 

P: Ok. Officer Gonzalez, do you remember this report, recall this report? 

G: Yes I do remem, remember the ... 

P: Ok, did you write this report? 

G; I did. 
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P: Ok. Is that your signature on the blue card on the very front of this report? 

G: That printed signature, yes, that’s my card, name. 

P: Ok. Um, a few questions regarding this particular report. It indicates on the very, very 

bottom of that report in the middle of the page, I’m looking at it upside down, um, a 
report date of 4/11/2013 at 1030 hours, is that it? 1030 hours? 

J: Is that it right there? 

P: 1030 hours? 

G: Yes. 

P: Is, in that, in our terminology is the day that this report was written, correct? 

J: Do you understand the question? 

G: No. It, this is the initial date of the report writing, yes. That’s the day and tire time the 

call came out, yes. Right here. 

J: So there’s a box on this, on the first page this report at the bottom ... 

P: Correct. 

J: ... saying report date. And 1 think the question is, what do you understand the 

department’s policy to be as to what date gets included in that box? 

P: That would be, yes. 

J: Is that... 

P: Thank you. 

G: That’s the date of the call. 

J: The date, you’re understanding is ... 

G: Yes. 
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J: The date the call ... 

G: The date that this ... 

J: Ok. 

G: ... for this incident. This is the date that it occurred on. 

P: And then, if you look at the top of this paper, it says arrest date in a little box, and this is 

the actual date of arrest, and then once again, it gives you an offense date and offense 
time. Correct? 

G: Yes. 

P: About maybe middle of the page on the right hand side. You’ve been writing reports 

with our police department for a long time. Correct? 

G: Yes. 

P: And you mean to tell me that the, the very bottom line there next to your name, your ID li 

and all these years you’ve been referencing that particular line as a line of the date of 
incident not the date that you wrote that report? 

G: That’s the date of the incident of the report, yes. 

J: So maybe you’re not, are you understanding the question, Officer Gonzalez? Because I 

think the question is um ... 

P: What day... 

J: ... as a ... 

P: ... what day ... 

J: ... yeah ... 

P: ... what day, what day did you write this report? 

G: I started it on the 4/11. 
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J: Ok. 

P: Ok. 

G: That’s the day of the incident of the report. That’s the date of the incident. 

P: You started it. It just never was turned in. 

G: Correct. 

P: Ok. And if you could flip to, go to the urn, I want to say it’s the second page of the 

narrative, yes ... 

J: This one here? 

P: Under evidence ... 

G: Ok. 

P: You had clearly stated a little while ago that the drugs were never impounded into the 

police station. Correct? 

G: Correct. 

P: Under evidence there, can you read what that says for me please? 

G: 1.65 grams of marijuana was impounded at the San Diego Police Station Northeastern 

Station Property Room. 

P: So can you explain to me why that is different why you verbally said a few minutes ago? 

G: Um, because I have a electronic scanner or ah, electronic what do you call those things, 

scale, weighed it, and then that’s where it was gonna go. That’s where I, where I was 
gonna impound it, at the Northeastern Sub. 

P: But, you had completed this report and this report was ready for it to be submitted and it 

clearly states in there the drugs were impounded. Correct? 

G: It’s, the report does, yeah. The property never did get impounded. 
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P: Ok. 

J: Were you going to, when you wrote this report, had you already impounded the 

marijuana? 

G: No. 

J: Ok. Was it your intention to impound the marijuana and then submit this report? 

G: Yes. 

J: Ok. Did you submit this report to your supervisor prior to impounding the marijuana? 

G: No. 

J: Has the marijuana subsequently been impounded? 

G: No. 

J: Where is it now? 

G: It’s in the custody of School Police. 

.1: Ok. 

P: It’s, it’s been impounded. 

G: Ok. 

P: Just to let you, just to let you know. 

J: Ok. Thank you. 

P: It finally has been impounded. 

J: I understand. 

P: Can you recall when you finished this report? 
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G: (Inaudible) Maybe three days later. 

J: Three days later than ... 

G: The date. 

J: ...thell*? 

G: Then 111 . 

J: Ok. 

G: If there was a weekend in there it would probably be the Friday or that Monday. 

P: Ok. Um, after we had, Sergeant Holliday and myself had, had gave you the letter of 

intent that you were under investigation, and we obtained some items in your office, and 
left for a period of time, this is roughly mound 6:50 in the morning, and we returned 
around 11 o’clock the same day. Is that correct? Do you remember that? 

G: I don’t think wc left. Oh, you guys left. 

P: No, you, you didn’t leave. 

G: Right. 

P: We left. 

G: Correct. 

P: And when we returned that was when we had the Lieutenant with us and we served you a 

piece of paper saying you are on paid administrative leave as of now. 

G: Yes. 

P: Ok. In that window between and 6:50 in the morning and 11 o’clock hi the morning, did 

you write this report? 

G: No. 

P: Did you print this report? 
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G: No. 

P: Ok. Urn, I’ve given the IT Department of our district your ID number, and we took your 

computer tower out of your office. And they gave me a report back that stated there was 
three items printed on the printed machine in the Counseling Center between that time 
frame, 0650 and 11 o’clock. 

G: Why, I didn’t, didn’t touch anything. 

P: You are telling me right now that this report was not one of those items printed? 

G: Correct, 

P: Ok. 

G: I don’t have any kind of documentation of this case. 

P: Did you ever, and I’m gonna go back a question I asked you earlier when I asked you 

was there anyone else arrested in this incident and you said no. 

G: No. 

P: Did you, were you ever able to link the last pipe that was found ... 

G: No. 

P: ... to another individual? Ok. If I show you a picture of the evidence, would you be able 

to recognize it? 

G: Yeah. 

P: This is the evidence just so the, we can document it. This is the evidence and you can 

see the manila folder. That was the manila folder that was handed to me on urn, April 
25th in the office. The purple container containing what appears to be marijuana, and 
then a multi-colored glass pipe. And the piece of paper that those items are sitting on is a 
student profile for Redacted t [ think it is.

J: Right. 

P: And in the upper right hand comer are the numbers 0889. 

J: Correct. 

P: So these are the items that you handed me on that day. 

G: Yes. 

P: Ok. 

G: Everything was in this envelope. 

P: Thank you. I understand that Mira Mesa is one of the busier schools in the district and 

that being a campus officer you are a very busy individual. A lot of things go on. I’m 
not looking for a specific number but could you tell me off of the top of your head, 
because we have nothing here to reference, how many drug investigations you think 
you’ve done this school year. 

G: This yearn? I don’t even know. 1 can’t tell you. 

P: Would it be safe to say numerous? 

G: Oh, 1 would say, yeah I guess you would say numerous. 

J: Can you give us, is it more than 10? 

G: 1 would... 

J: More than 100? 

G: Probably more 10 I would say just for this school year probably. 

P: Ok. 
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J: Between 10 and 100? 

G: Probably around there, yeah. 

J: Ok. 

G: I don’t, there’s not a lot. I don’t do a lot of marijuana cases. 

J: Because numerous is more than 1 ... 

P: Right, correct. 

J: ... but it could mean ... 

P: Correct. 

J: ... it could mean... 

P: And I’m not talking ... 

J: ... (inaudible) 

P: ... specifically marijuana. Any drug related type investigation whatsoever. 

G: Probably 10 and above for this school year I would say for investigations. Give or take. 

P: Ok. And have you impounded out of any of those investigations in this school year, have 

you impounded any narcotics whatsoever into the Police Department? 

G: Mm, hmm. Yes, I have. 

P: And could you give me a rough number of what that might be, an idea of just... 

G: 10 or more. Whatever I have. 

P: So is it safe to say that... 

G: More than one I guess, I don’t know. I mean, every, it, it should be every impound that I 

have with narcotics gets impounded. 
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P: ... correct. 

G: Depends, if it’s a usable amount. 

P: Correct. Ole. Um, which leads into an incident on 4/11 as well at Challenger Middle 

School. Later in the day, same day. 

G: Right. 

P: You were dispatched to a call at Challenger Middle School regarding ah, a student that 

was all ... 

G: In possession of ah ... 

P: ... it said, and I’ll, I’ll let you read this, I just want to read it so I don’t read it upside 

down, um, and this is, this is the CAD report from our um, computer system, and this is, 
dictates the call, it was generated, who called, who the caller was, and who the officer 
was it was given to and this is the information that is given to the officer. Um, suspect 
was driving a light blue, a light four door blue vehicle, unknown plates, suspect pulled 
over, got out of the vehicle and gave a plastic baggie with one marijuana joint inside and 
said to victim, ‘Take this for me.’ Do you recall this incident? 

G: Yes, I do. 

P: Ok. And just, you can review this before I ask any more questions. 

J: And the, you’ve handed me a CAD report mn, Call #0937. Is that the same as the police 

incident number (inaudible)? 

P: Yes, yes. 

G: Ok. 

J: Ok. 

G: Junior High. 

J: One? 

G: Yeah. 
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G: The actual call came in 11:58. I got it at 1:30 

P: And this basically just lets the officer know what he is going to. 

J: Mm, hmm. 

P: What he is going to go into. And um, the RP, the reporting party, I want to say is, Vice 

Principal Bowers. Did you meet with Vice Principal Bowers on that day? 

G: Yes. 

P: And did he hand you anything in reference to this incident? 

G: A little baggie with what looked to be like a small roach of some sort. 

P: Ok. 

G: It wasn’t a marijuana joint. It was very minute. 

P: So a roach, it was, in your training and experience was not marijuana. 

G: It could have been a marijuana cigarette or just a regular cigarette. It was just very 

minute. 

P: And typically when um, an administrator hands you something that they are going to give 

a suspension for, what is the protocol? 

G: To impound any kind of evidence that I receive from any kind of admin but also admin 

don’t, some ad m i n keep their stuff. Not narcotics though, other stuff. 

P: But in this particular case ... 

G: This particular case ... 

P: ... Mr. Bowers gave it to you. 

G: ... gave me a small baggie. 
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P: And when you impound items, it’s safe to say that there should be a report that follows 

that indicating that you impounded that item. Correct? 

G: Correct. 

P: Ok. Urn, Mr. Bowers, I just spoke with him this morning on the phone as a matter of 

fact, and he remembered this incident, and he told me that you had made comment that 
you were going to flush this down the toilet. Is that true? 

G: Yes, it was true. 

P: Did you flush the item down the toilet? 

G: I did. In the bathroom right there at Challenger Middle School. 

P: Ok. 

J: Can you tell us why you did that, Officer Gonzalez? 

G: Because there was, it was a school admin thing, it wasn’t going any further, it was just 

there for, he just wanted it, a number for an admin, it was an admin procedure. It wasn’t, 
it wasn’t enough, usable amount to be arrestable offense. And I believe 1 did note that on 
the CAD when I did tell, I did tell whoever that it was ... 

P: You’re looking at the CAD report. That’s all I have. 

G: Well, I remember telling Dispatch on the phone it was not a usable amount, and 1,1 

believe cleared it with a ‘K’ 

P: I will be more, you did clear it with a ‘K\ and I will be more than happy to pull that 

particular tape. Can you, is April 11 th , can you give me the time please? 

G: It’s 14, this was printed on 24 th . 

J: 7:26 am., April 24. And when you say, he wanted an admin are you talking about the 

vice principal? 

G: Yes. Yeah, he just wanted, they just wanted a number ... 
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P: Right, but... 

G: ... because it was a suspension. 

P: ... the incident, the incident was on April 11 th , regardless of when this was printed or 

not... 

G: Oh, ok. 

P: ... you cleared it that day. 

G: With a ‘K\ 

P: So I’m gonna do some research and see if you did say on tape that you flushed it down 

the toilet. Uni... 

G: Not a usable offense. Not a usable amount. And Mr. Bowers even said I just needed it 

for, he was only getting suspended. There was no further prosecution on that. 

J: And I presume when you say not a usable amount, that’s not an amount you can build a 

prosecution around. 

G: Correct. 

J: Is that correct? Ok. 

G: And even Mr. Bowers even said it, or it’s just a suspension. He’s, the kid was in the 

office since 7:30 and I didn’t get the call til 1:30. 

J: Have you done something like that before in your training and experience ... 

G: Yes. 

J: ... with this department? 

G: Yes. 

J: Have you ever been advised that that’s inappropriate? 

G: No. 
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J: Ok. 

P: And on that note, you were a former field training officer with this department, 

Correct? 

G: Correct. 

P: Would you have ever trained any brand new officer to flush anything down the toilet? 

G: No. 

P: So then, therefore, if you would never have trained anybody and you just said to me a 

minute ago that any time an administrator hands you something of evidentiary value 
whether it’s ... 

G: Narcotics... 

P: ... you impound it, and you submit a report. Then why did you flush this? 

G: Because it wasn’t gonna go anywhere. There was no prosecution behind it. 

P: Has this department ever taught you that it’s acceptable to flush anything down the toilet? 

G: No. 

P: Ok. 

J: Where, if I may ask then, where did you, where did you develop the practice or idea that 

was appropriate? 

G: This department, I mean, it’s, I know it’s not a standard practice but I’ve known other 

officers to do that, so. 

J: Is it something you’ve learned from other officers, during training ... 

G: I don’t think it’s something I’ve learned from training. It’s ah, it’s just me being 

lackadaisical. That’s probably what it is. And I knew this is not gonna go anywhere 
because the Vice Principal only wanted this number for suspension purposes only. They 
weren’t gonna move any further with this and the district wasn’t gonna go anywhere with 
it. 
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J: So even though it’s not pursuant to policy, it’s something that you have, you yourself 

have done and you, you are aware that other officers have done this ... 

G: Yes. 

J: .. .or do this as well. Ok. (inaudible) 

P: I wanna um, I’m sorry, what’s that? 

J: Nothing. It’s, yeah. It’s (inaudible) does that. Thank you. 

P: I wanted to touch on, on a few more items here. Um, and I’m sorry I’m bouncing around. 

I just, I found these, these notes. But the next piece of paper I’m going to show you is 
um, just so you know Ms. Jerich, San Diego Police Department, is the care taker of our 
Narcotics Impounds. 

J: Mm, hmm. 

P: And larger impounds such and weapons and things like that. All other impounds we can 

impound them here in our Police Department. It just, it’s chain of custody issue. They 
have an entire drug lab area down there, they prefer to have them. Um, so they are the 
care takers of their own records. We have ID’s that we use to enter their system ... 

J: Mm, hmm. 

P: ... to impound narcotics of that nature so that it comes back to us. Um, and then we can 

use this later in court. We can pull the drugs and things like that. I had phoned the 
property room manager with the San Diego Police Department and I asked him to run 
Officer Gonzalez’s name and ID number through their system. From, and it’s small 
print, I’m sorry, but it’s from 9/1/2012 to 4/23/2013. After the April 11 th incident. And 
my inquiry was, ‘Can you tell me how many impounds Officer Gonzalez has done this 
year, between that time frame.’ And I’m going to let you look at this piece of paper right 
now. So that you can look it over and, and the highlighted remarks indicates zero 
impounds have been put into the San Diego Police Department Property Room under 
Officer Gonzalez’s name, or ID number. Is that correct? 

J: Well it looks like what this print out says. 1 don’t know if that’s correct.

P: Officer Gonzalez, can you explain this to me, why San Diego Police Department has no 

record of any narcotics impounds for you? 

G: Because I haven’t done a lot of narcotics impounds or cases. Ah, a lot, this is probably 

the biggest one I’ve had is this one here. 

P: So let me go back ... 

G: So ah, I don’t know where you’re trying to go with this. I, this is the biggest one that I 

haven’t impounded. 

P: This is the biggest one that you haven’t impounded at all. But there is an incident I want 

to say in October where you went to a house and there was a substantial amount of 
marijuana found in a bag that you were part of that investigation. I’m not gonna bring 
that into this particular- thing but ... 

G: Which one was that one? 

P: Where you went to the house with Sergeant Jarvis, Tomeldan ... 

G: Yeah, I didn’t ... 

P: ... and you went into a safe or ... 

G: ... I had nothing to do with that. I didn’t impound that. So ... 

H: Gil, Gil impounded that one. 

P: Oh, ok. Ok. Um, so my question to you is, based off of this piece of paper that I just 

showed you, have you impounded any dnigs into the San Diego Police Department this 
school year? 

G: No. 

P: Ok. This next piece of paper I’m going to show you is a CAD printout of our 

department’s computer system. And it is, it has listed on here all of the incidents that 
have been cleared with an ‘A’ or and ‘R’ by Officer Gonzalez since January 1, since I’ve 
been his supervisor. There are a few other incidents on here that are cleared with ‘F’s’ 
and ‘O’s” and ‘C’s’. Those aren’t the ones that I am referring to in this matter. There is 
a total of 15 reports. 
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P: I’ll let you look at this right now. 

G: Fifteen? 

P: Fifteen reports that cleared with an ‘A’ and an ‘R’ only. 

G: (inaudible) 

P: The highlighted ones, there’s 4 highlighted reports. That matches this printout which is 

the computer records management system where all the reports are entered. The 
highlighted ones are the only reports that we show in the entire system. There’s 15 
reports that were cleared. We only have 4 reports in the system. We are missing 11 
reports. Can you explain where these 11 reports may be? 

G: Probably on the computer that you have. 

P: So these 11 reports were never submitted? 

G: Probably no, or not. They are on that computer for sure. 

P: Ok. 

G: Cuz I know tire, I’m not sure what this 484 one is. 

P: Well this one, all those right there you’re looking at... 

G: These... 

P: ... those are all have been submitted. 

G: Oh, ok. 

P: Those are accounted for. So don’t look that top one. It’s just to reference them. 

J: So the, the highlighted ... 

P: Are the... 

G: (inaudible) 
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P: ... ones that have been accounted for. The highlighted reports are the ones that in the 

system. 

J: Ok. 

G: Ok. 

P: The reports that are ... 

G: But there’s no paper behind it. Is that what you are trying to say? 

P: ...no. There’s, reports there. 

G: Ok. 

P: It’s the one’s that are not highlighted, the other 11 reports, the other ones that are clear 

with an ‘R’ and an ’A’. Those are nowhere to be found in the system, dating all the way 
back from January, 2013. So if you look over to your far right corner, you see an ‘R’, 
you see an ‘A’. 

G: It’s all these ones right here. 

P: It is only the TO s’ and the ‘A’s’. It is not referencing the ‘O’s’, the ‘C’s’ and I don’t 

know what else is. 

J: So it looks like you are referring to possession of alcohol, marijuana, under the influence 

of alcohol, ah, it looks like an attempted suicide, ah, graffiti, theft cases, runaway 
juvenile, vandalism reports. 

P: Correct. 

J: These are either, it sounds like urn, you were the officer involved and it resulted in a 

report is it, or uni, an arrest and your inquiry is where are the actual documented reports 

P: Correct. 

J: ... regarding these incidents. Do you understand the question? 

G: Yes. 
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J: Ok, do you have any, as we sit here today, do you have an independent recollection of, 

I mean I know it’s, you’re only looking at urn, report numbers and a general description, 
but, of these incidents? 

G: Some of them I do remember and some of them I don’t. 

J: Do you know, did you begin, why don’t you tell us about your report writing process for 

the reports at issue here. 

G: Um, I mean, just go from one to one. I don’t... 

J: Well in general. Did you, do you normally, is your practice to begin writing a report the 

day of an arrest? 

G: Yeah, day, usually when I get a call or get something that comes into my office or a 

office or a call, my initial thing is to take a report, an investigation, interview it, and so 
forth. Dm, then ah, if, if time need, or if time deemed, to finish the report. Normally 
we’re, cuz we’re such a small agency there’s, we tend to get backed up on calls and I 
know I’m not a, you know report guru, um, you know, these, these could have been just 
been stacked and never finished. But I do start, I do start reports, I do start my reports 
and my investigations. 

J: When you say stacked, do you mean ... 

G: Calls after call after call. 

J: ... so you, again, j ust... 

G: Right. 

J: ... I don’t want to put words in your mouth but you just got busy and ... 

G: Right. And... 

J: ... didn’t finish what you stalled ... 

G: ... and the thing is is that the CAD doesn’t like to have ‘O’s’ so normally they arc gonna 

be an ‘R’ or an ‘A’ so we can further investigate after the fact if needed. But some of 
these reports did get turned in. The ones that are not highlighted. 
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P: I’m just going off of what the computer is telling me. That’s urn, my concern here is the 

reports that are cleared with an ‘A’ are indication that there was an arrest made. That’s 
what the ‘A’ stands for an arrest. Correct? 

G: Understand. Yes. Well, yeah. Correct. 

P: If those reports have never made it through the system, and you told an individual they’re 

under arrest... 

G: But, theoretically, these reports get turned in. That’s the thing. I’m, that’s what I’m 

trying... 

P: But we’re not, but we’re not talking theoretically here. We’re talking facts. 

G: Well. 

J: Do you have recollection having turned some of the reports in, Officer Gonzalez, that are 

at least, I think what I’m hearing is, you have no records of having. 

G: Right. No, 1 do recollect putting some of these reports in. Actually giving them to 

detectives and sergeants and so forth. Not the sergeants per se to you, you being 
immediate supervisor, but other sergeants and that. 

J: What other sergeants would you have, or detectives, would you have turned some of 

these ... 

G: Sergeant Jarvis is one of the other sergeants I worked under. Ah, newly Detective 

Gresham because of the calls here from his area. Suspicious vehicle, and some of them 
that are still in that system. 

J: Some of that, some of these reports are still in the system and you are still working on 

them? 

G: Well, they just need to be turned in. They are completed. And some of these things that 

says I’m an initial, that I took the call but I’ve never was the initial agent on it. So I don’t 
know now I how I got some of these calls anyways to begin with. 

P: Well, these are ... 
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G: But I understand what you are saying. That it’s my name behind it but a lot of these ones 

I was just more of the photographer on these graffiti ones. 

P: ... but these are the particular, these particular calls on that paper ... 

G: Right. 

P: ... are calls that you physically cleared with whether it be on the phone or the radio. 

These aren’t the ones that you maybe assisted on a call with or something like that. The 
only way that call can be cleared is ...

P: Sergeant Plolliday, do you have anything that you would like to add? Because I’m pretty 

much um ...

FI: Thanks. Um, Tony, does the ah, are you familiar with the impound policy? 

G: Through our district or through our ... 

H: Our department. 

G: Our department. For somewhat, yes. 

II: Does our policy give any discretion as to what amount of marijuana you can impound or 

not impound? 

G: Not that 1 recall, no. 

IT: Ok. Um, where did you learn about chain of custody? 

G: Through my training here, School PD. 
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H: You went, did you go through the Police Department Academy, a police academy? 

G: I went through Southwestern. I put myself through the academy. 

H: And in the academy they talk about the chain of custody? 

G: Yes. 

H: Um, in any of those trainings did they tell you the importance of impounding evidence 

and making sure that it’s impounded in a timely manner and not to give it out to another 
person or lock it in an unsecured area.

is the threshold you use for flushing? I mean, what, how, what’s your judgment as far as 
you feel is tolerable and untolerable as far as flushing versus impounding? Does that 
make sense? 

G: Yes and no. Um, for one, there is no tolerable for flushing down any kind of evidence. 

PI: But, but you have though, right?

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: The date of this 

interview is June 7, 2013. The location of this 

interview is the situational room of the San Diego 
Unified School District Police Department. It is 
currently 1139 hours. Present in the room is 
myself, Sergeant Dan Palkovic; Sergeant Troy 
Holiday; Officer Anthony Gonzalez; and his 
attorney, Susan Jerich. Correct? 

MS. JERICH: Correct. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: My name is Sergeant 

Dan Palkovic. I will be conducting the interview. 
During this interview, I will be assisted by 
Sergeant Troy Holiday. 

This interview is in reference to an 
internal affairs investigation regarding an 
incident that you, Officer Gonzalez, were involved 
in on April 11, 2013, at Mira Mesa High School. 

The interview will focus on several 
General Order violations, but not be limited to 
only General Orders A-9.5(3), A-7, impound and 

disposal of drugs and narcotics; General Order 
A-9.5(3), A-9, impound and disposal of cans or 
bottles containing alcohol; General Order B-4.1, 
E-5, submitting reports in a timely manner. The 
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interview may reveal other General Order 
violations as well. 

This interview is being tape-recorded, 
and you are admonished that you are to answer all 
questions and — asked of you completely and that 
all your answers are to be truthful. Knowingly 
making false or misleading statements during this 
interview will be considered a separate offense 
that could result in discipline up to and 
including termination. Do you understand this 
admonishment ?

Officer Anthony Gonzalez, I will now 
order you to answer any and all questions asked of 
you, in a truthful and accurate manner. Failure 
to do so may be deemed insubordination and result 
in administrative discipline up to and including 
termination of your employment with the San Diego 
Unified School District Police Department. Do you 
understand? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: I understand. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. Now that we 

got all that done — 

MS. JERICH: So — and before you begin. 

Sergeant, if I may, I just want to clarify the 
scope of this particular interview. I know that 
oftentimes one interview can lead to subsequent 
interviews, depending on what arises. But my 
understanding, from what you've said here today. 
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is the scope of the questioning concerns an 
incident April 11, 2013. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Correct. 

MS. JERICH: Is that correct? 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Correct. 

MS. JERICH: And is that the sole focus 

of today's interview? 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: With an additional 

questioning regarding since I've been his 
supervisor as of January 1. 

MS. JERICH: So the -- 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: And that's just in 

reference just to the submitting of reports. 

MS. JERICH: Okay. And the reason I ask 

is — and you and I had an email exchange 
regarding this. First of all, in this — there's 
an April 25, 2013, notice of complaint 

investigation addressed to Officer Gonzalez, which 
talks about "your conduct regarding a recent drug 
and narcotic investigation," and it references 
April 11, 2013. It asks that Officer Gonzalez 

review any reports or other documents in 
connection with that incident prior to this 
interview. And I'll just let you know that he did 
not have access, nor did I, to any of those 
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documents — anything. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. 

MS. JERICH: So it might be necessary, 

depending on what is referenced by you, what is 
relied upon by you shown to him, for us to take a 
break or breaks so that — 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Absolutely. 

MS. JERICH: — we can review them. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Absolutely. 

MS. JERICH: I just want to be clear that 

— you know, I'm not trying to be obstreperous — 
SERGEANT PALKOVIC: And I will — 

MS. JERICH: — but -- 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: I will give you a 

chance to review that today. 

MS. JERICH: Okay. I appreciate that. 

And if there are any other documents that are 
going to impact your questioning of the January —

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. Can you tell 
us about it, please — who was there, what was 
found, how things unfolded? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: It was in the morning, 

prior to school starting. A teacher — I believe 
it was a PE teacher who called the front office 
and said that he noticed, I don't know, some male 
jays (phonetic), or some students, behind a 
storage container. He went over there. He 
detained them. He called security. And security 
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and I, we went over there on the golf cart. And 
there was, I believe, six males standing outside 
of a vehicle. 

The PE coach said that he saw all these 
guys — all the students walking over that way. 

So he walked over that way, and as he was — he is 
— he was getting closer to the container, he 
smelled the odor marijuana. So he detained 
everybody, and that's when he called us, and 
that's when we showed up. 

We called for an admin to be present with 
us. No admin was available at the time. Because 
it was morning — arrival for students and stuff 
like that — they were unavailable. So with 
myself and the two — and the two security guards, 
we — I started doing just outside pat-downs and 
stuff like that, detained them and all that and so 
forth. 

I first — before I patted everybody 
down, you know, made the — I made the comment, 

"Hey, does anybody — does anybody have anything 
they shouldn't have on them?" Nobody answered up. 
So I did pat-downs on each one of them, noticed 
one kid was fidgeting. I kind of kept an eye on 
him while I was doing pat-downs.

The other two security guards were just 
looking at the individuals, or keeping an eye on 
them while I was doing pat-downs. And then, when 
I got to the last individual, as he came up, 
patting down, I'm not sure which security guard 
had found a — I believe it was a purple container 
that was behind — it was — they were sitting on 
a curb, and then that's when they found a purple 
container, which — I don't know if it was the 
kids' or not. So the security guard gave it to 
me. We grabbed everybody, put them on golf carts, 
and walked over to the office. 

Standard routine is kids get their — 
from the school side, the admin gives the students 
witnesses or victim declarations, where they write 
their side of the story. And then, one at a time, 
then I interview students. 

At that point in time, when it came to 
the one individual who the marijuana was found in 
his area, was — I read him his rights, his 
Miranda rights. I gave him the opportunity to 
have his parent there and/or a vice principal 
there, present with him. He understood his 
rights. He told me that he didn't want to talk to 
me. I asked him if it was his. He hesitated, and 
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1 eventually, he's — he admitted it was his. 

2 SERGEANT PALKOVIC: You had mentioned the 

3 purple container. Was there anything in the 

4 purple container? 

5 OFFICER GONZALEZ: After I opened it up, 

6 yeah, there was. 

7 SERGEANT PALKOVIC: And what was inside 

8 the purple container? 

9 OFFICER GONZALEZ: Green nuggets and, to 

10 me, marijuana. It had the odor of marijuana. 

11 SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Was there anything 

12 else found? 

13 OFFICER GONZALEZ: I believe there was a 

14 pipe found in a vehicle. 

15 SERGEANT PALKOVIC: And what happened 

16 with that pipe? 

17 OFFICER GONZALEZ: That pipe was 

18 subsequently put in with the marijuana in a — in 

19 a bag — in an envelope. 

20 SERGEANT PALKOVIC: And who took custody 

21 of all that? 

22 OFFICER GONZALEZ: I did. 

23 SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. Were those 

24 particular items ever impounded — the marijuana 

25 and the purple container and the glass pipe? 
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OFFICER GONZALEZ: No. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: And you had mentioned 
that you had Mirandized one of the students. Was 
he arrested? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: He was arrested and 

released back to the school. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Was there anybody 
else arrested in this incident? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: No. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Do you remember the 

student's name that you arrested? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: No. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. Did you submit 
an arrest report for that incident? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: No. It was — I was 

working on it .

what you mean by you "were working on it"? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: I was still 

investigating the crime — the incident, because 
he — at first he wasn't outright forthright. And 
then his story wasn't collaborating with the other 
five juveniles with the admin. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: But you — you had — 
there was enough there for you to make an arrest? 
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OFFICER GONZALEZ: Well, with his own 

admission afterwards, yes. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. Can you tell 
us the department's policies regarding the time 
line in which reports are to be submitted? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Offhand, I don't know. 

I can't tell you verbatim. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: I'm going to give you 

several letters. And these are typical letters 
that we clear calls with — an A, an 0, an R, and 
a K. Do those sound familiar to you? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Uh-huh (affirmative). 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Those are 

dispositions over the radio and how we clear 
calls. Can you explain to me what each of those 
letters mean, what an A, an 0, and an R and a K 
means ? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: A is for an arrest. A 

K is for — clear the call, for various reasons. 

0 is for an open case, still under CAD per se, 
would be under — still under investigation. And 
an R would be for just report only. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. And I just 
wanted to clarify. A K — you said "clear a 
call." How would you clear that call if you used 
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a K? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Usually, depending on 

the case at stands, either it'd be no arrest or 
admin handle or not enough evidence. It all — it 
varies, depends — 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: And now — 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: — and due — due to 

the crimes, whatever is under investigation. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Okay. So typically a 
K would mean that there is no report generated? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Not necessarily true. 

MS. JERICH: Can you explain that, Tony? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Yeah. Most K's, 

there's always reports behind it, via when admin 
ask, "What did you do?" there's some kind of 
documentation of what police officers do in report 
statuses. If it goes to a school hearing, they 
want to know what officers done. If it was an 
arrest or if there was any kind of report 
documentation. That's what — usually standards 
for the K part. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: So that -- you're 

referring to — and I'm just trying to clarify 
here — you're referring to the administrative 
side of the school district — like the school 
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itself, the administrators there, the principals, 
the vice principals? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Well, it depending on 

who was asking for any kind of — from the 
district level to the VP level. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: So — 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: It all depends. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: So I would like to 

know what a K means for our police department over 
the air. What does that refer to?

JERICH: Have you done something like 
that before in your training and experience —

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Yes.

All other impounds, we can impound them here in 
our police department. It just — it's a chain of 
custody issue. They have an entire drug lab area 
down there; they prefer to have them.

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: So they are the 

caretakers of their own records. We have IDs that 
we use to enter their system — 

MS. JERICH: Right.

And then we can use this later 
on in court; we can pull the drugs and things like 
that . 

MS. JERICH: Uh-huh (affirmative).

property room manager with the San Diego Police 
Department, and I asked him to run Officer 
Gonzalez's name and ID number through their system 
from — and it's small print, I'm sorry — but 

it's from 9/1/2012 to 4/23/2013, after the 
April 11th incident. And my inquiry was, "Can you 
tell me how many impounds Officer Gonzalez has 
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done this year between that time frame?" 

And I'm going to let you look at this 
piece of paper right now so that you can look it 
over. And in the highlighted remarks right there, 
it indicates zero impounds have been put into the 
San Diego Police Department property room under 
Officer Gonzalez's name or ID number. Is that 
correct ? 

MS. JERICH: Well, it looks like that's 
what this printout says. I don't know if that's 
correct. 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: It's correct. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: Officer Gonzalez, can 

you explain this to me, why San Diego Police 
Department has no records of any narcotics 
impounds for you? 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: Because I haven't done 

a lot of narcotics impounds or cases. This is 
probably the biggest one I've had is this one 
here . 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: So let me go back — 

OFFICER GONZALEZ: So I don't know where 

you're trying to go with this. I — this is the 
biggest one that I haven't impounded. 

SERGEANT PALKOVIC: This is the biggest 
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that you've impounded at all. But there was an 
incident — I want to say in October — where you 
went to a house, and there was a substantial 
amount of marijuana found in a bag, that you were 
part of that investigation.
